General Allen’s com- | 
mand has been the link pin between the | 
English and French to keep them to- 
gether against a disposition on both 
sides, especially within the last few 
months, to draw apart in diplomatic 
action. There are profound causes for 
a difference in the English and French 
viewpoint, as evidenced, among other 
things, by the extremely delicate situa- 
tion in Upper Silesia. The American 
occupation provides a centre of gravity 
which has been a stabilizing influence 
extending far beyond military matters.

DUBLIN, July 1 (Associated Press)— 
Shortly after the release from Mountjoy 
Prison of rthur Griffith, founder of 
the Sinn Fein organization, on Thurs- 
day, Eamon de Valera, the Irish Re- 
publican leader, went to Mr. Griffith’s 
home in Clontarf and conferred with 
him. Mr. de Valera also conferred with 
Professor John MacNeill, President of 
the Gaelic League, who was released 
with Mr. Griffith. 

The Irish Republican leaders are in 
general accord and will state their com- 
mon case at the conference in the Man- 
sion House here on Monday. 

The attitude of the Southern Unionist 
representatives who will attend this con- 
ference is understood to be favorable to 
acceptance by de Valera of the invita- 
tion of the British Prime Minister to 
confer with representatives of the Brit- 
ish Government and Northern Ireland in 
London. They are said to be in sub- 
stantial agreement with the Republicans 
in deprecating the separation of North- 
east Ulster, and their suggestion will be 
in the direction, it is believed, of in- 


creasing the power of the Central Coun- 
eil which will bind together the North- 
ern and Southern Parliaments. 

The Ulsterites, on the other hand, it 
is understood here, are disposed to fa- 
vor increased financial powers being ex- 
ercised by each Parliament separately, 
and are not willing to agree to entrust 
them to the Central Council. If the 
conference is held in London this will 
be one of the chief points discussed.

judged illegitimate, and thus prevented 
from sharing in the seven-million-dollar 


trust fund established by the will of the 


late James Stillman, father of James A. 
Stillman. 

‘“‘Did you express yourself to your 
wife’s attorney before bringing this ac- 
tion as being entirely willing that your 
wife should have a divorce if she want- 
ed one?”’ Colonel Rand asked Mr. Still- 
man on the latter’s redirect examination. 

Before the witness could answer, John 
F. Brennan, chief counsel for Mrs. Still- 
man, interposed an objection. The ques- 
tion was ruled out by Referee Gleason. 

‘*Did you then take legal advice by 
your own counsel that the question of 
the paternity of Guy Stillman could 
not be tried out in any action brought 
against you?’’ Colonel Rand continued. 

This question was also ruled out by 
the referee, but Colonel Rand went on 
with another, in what was apparently a 
prearranged series. 

‘* Did you because of that (Mr. Still- 
man’s counsel's advice) therefore bring 
this action against Mrs. Stillman and 
Guy?’’ he asked. 

Referee Gleason again sustained Mr. 
Brennan’s objection and ruled out the 
question. 

Guy the Main Issue. 

It was explained later that this line 
of questioning furnished another clear 
indication that Stillman and his attor- 
neys, like Mrs. Stillman and her attor- 
neys, consider the legitimacy of Guy 
the principal issue in the case. It was

the referee. A crowd of at least 75,0C0 
is looked for, but it will be possible to 
accommodate 91,163 persons in the 
arena. 

The men will battle with eight-ounce 
gloves in a ring eighteen feet square 
under the rules and regulations laid 
down by the New Jersey Boxing. Com- 
mission. If the contest goes the full 
twelve rounds, Dempsey will retain his 
‘heavywWeieht title, even though he may 
be outpointed by the foreign contender. 
It is possible for the champion to lose 
his crown in only two ways—by a knock- 
out or by fouling his opponent. A boxer 
is credited with a knockout when ten 
seconds are counted over his opponent 
while on the floor or on the ropes, un- 
able to continue; when the referee stops 
the contest to prevent further punish- 
ment; when seconds throw a towel or 
sponge into the ring in acknowledgment 
of defeat, and when a boxer fails to 
answer the bell at the start of any 
round. 

The bout, conducted under the auspices 
of George L. (Tex) Rickard, who has 
earned the honors as the greatest of all 
boxing promoters because of the mag- 
nitude of his enterprises, his daring and 
his success, will be refereed by J. Harry 
Ertle, veteran ring arbiter of Jersey 
City. Ertle, a City Marshal in the com- 
munity across the Hudson, has been 
third man in the ring for several 
championship bouts and ¢njoys the full- 
est confidence of the sporting fraternity. 
His duties will consist mainly in enfore- 
ing the boxing rules while the men are 
on their feet and counting off the sec- 
!onds when a knockdown occurs. Having 
no decision to make, Ertle carries less 
| responsibility than usually devolves up- 
on the referee in a heavyweight cham- 
pionship bout.

It is the 
purpose of Jersey City’s officlal family 
to prove to the world that it is fully 
competent to handle a crowd in keeping 
with the magnitude of Rickard’s great 
enterprise. Vehicular traffic will be 
diverted from the arena zone with the 
idea of causing fightgoers as little 
trouble and congestion as is possible. 
The various railroads, traffic tubes and 
ferries running into Jersey City have 
made preparations for handling more 
people than they ever were called upon 
to handle in a day. The task has been 
in the hands of careful planners for 
more than a month. 

The demand on the traffic routes wilt 
be heavier after the bout than before, 
since the army of fightgoers will all be 
moving out at the one time. To meet 
the demand the Hudson & Manhattan 
Railroad has drawn a schedule calling 
for trains to Manhattan at ninety-sec- 
ond intervals, surface cars‘ will be 
parked near the arena, extra outgoing 
trains have been added to the regular 
force operating out of Jersey City and 
the ferries have made plans for service 
never before attempted. 


TRANSIT COMPANIES 
PREPARE FOR RUSH 


Railroads and Ferries Leading to 
Jersey City Ready to Handle 


Thousands. 


Elaborate preparations have been 
made by the railroad and ferryboat 
companies to handle the thousands of 
people who will invade Jersey City early 
today in an effort to jam their way 
into the big wooden arena wherein 
Jack Dempsey and Georges Carpentier 
will settle their international dispute 
with eight-ounce gloves. The Pennsyl- 
vania, New York Central, Lackawanna, 
Lehigh Valley, Central Railroad of New 
Jersey and Erie Railroads will all 
cperate their ferry boats across the 
Hudson River on schedules governed 
chiefly by safety. They will be loaded 
and unloaded as quickly as possible, 
and in each instance these roads have 
arranged to run extra boats. 

After days of exhaustive study of the 
situation the officials of Jersey City and 
adjacent points have perfected their ar- 
rangements for the handling of the 
heavy traffic that is sure to be'‘a fore- 
runner of the bout itself and to be an 
aftermath of what actually transpires 
in the ring at Boyle’s Thirty Acres. The 
handling of vehicular and trolley traf- 
fic on the Jersey shore presented a 
stupdendous problem, but yesterday it 


was announced that everything humanly 
possible had been done to handle this 
traffic with utmost safety and the 
greatest dispatch. 

The Pennsylvania and New York Cen- 
tral Railroads have also prepared to 
handle thousands of extra passengers 
arriving at their terminals on regular 
trains, extra sections to these trains 
and by specials throughout the morn- 
ing. Officials of the railroads yesterday 
were unable to estimate with any degree 
of accuracy just how many people 
would test the flood gates of the sta- 
tions, but at Grand Central Station it 
was declared that at least 10,000 ad- 
ditional passengers would pass through 
the terminal as a result of the bout. 
The same prediction was made at the 
Pennsylvania. 


Prepare for Many Specials. 


‘*Just how many specials, extra sec- 
tions to regular trains, extra cars at- 
tached to these trains and private cars 
will roll into our terminals during the 


morning we have no way of saying 
definitely at this time,’’ said one of the 
officials of the Pennsylvania. ‘‘ How- 
ever, we have made preparations for 


any volume of business and taken the 


necessary precautions to safeguard our 
passengers.”’ 

It is known that special cars and ex- 
tra sections to regular trains are due 


to arrive this morning from Pittsburgh, | 


Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
that the Twentieth Century Limited, due 
to arrive this morning, will have 
extra sections; the Fifth Avenue Special, 
one extra section: the Lake Shore 
Limited, which arrived last night, had 
Albany, Washington, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and other places. Several 
special trains are to be run over the 
Pennsylvania from Philadeiphia and ex- 
tra cars are to be attached to quite a 
few of the regular trains in an effort 
to handle the big crowds that have made 
arrangements to come from the Quaker 
City to see the bout. Philadelphia will 
be a sort of congregating place for 
those headed this way from other cities. 
Many of them will change trains there 
to complete the journey into Jersey 
City.

points in this city and Weehawken. The 
boats between West Forty-second Street 
and Weehawken will be run every eight 
minutes. From Cortlandt Street to 
Weehawken a twenty-minute schedule 
will ge maintained and a quicker one 
if safety will permit. Each of these 
boats is capable of carrying 1,500 peo- 
ple and twenty-five vehicles. 


Boats On a Rush Schedule. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad has ar- 
ranged to run eight boats between its 
ships at Cortlandt and Desbrosses 
Streets and Jersey City, four between 
each of the points. It was announced 


that. these will be run on a ten-minute 
headway or as much faster as is pos- 
sible. Each of these eight boats can 
carry between 1,700 and 2,000 persons. 
Six of them can accommodate forty-five 
vehicles and the remaining two twenty 
vehicles. 

The Lackawanna Railroad will have a 
total of fourteen boats plying between 
its terminals at Barclay, Christopher 
and Twerty-third Streets on this side 
of the river and its station in Hoboken 
and Fourteenth Street, Hoboken. These 
boats will be run on a seven and a half 
minute headway. This means that 
boats will be leaving New York about 
every minute and a half from the com- 
pany’s four slips in this city. Each of 
the boats can carry 2,000 passengers and 
twenty vehicles. 

According to an official of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey that road will 
have seven ferryboats making trips on 
a five-minute schedule between _its 
Liberty Street dock and Jersey City 
and on a fifteen-minute schedule be- 
tween Twenty-third Street and Jersey 
City. Each of these boats has a ca- 
pacity cf 2,500 people and can accom- 
modate forty vehicles. 

The Erie Railroad will have six boats 
availabie, two running between Twenty- 
third Street and Jersey City on a rush 

| schedule, and four boats between Chaim- 

bers Street and Jersey City on a five- 
minute headway. Each of these boats 
can carry 2,500 persons and sixteen 
vchicles. This schedule will be in opera- 
ticn from 10 A. M. until 7 P. M.

Declares Ex-Soldiers Here Are 
Out of Work, While German 
Soldiers Are Busy. 


DEFENDS VALUATION PLAN 


Not a Scheme to Raise Rates, He 
Insists—Lumber Always on 


Free List.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Representa- 
tive Fordney, Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, issued his first 
formal statement today on the new 
tariff bill and incidentally replied to 
the attack on the measure, made yester- 
day by Representative Garner, ranking 
Democratic member of the committee. 

Mr. Fordney predicts that the effect 
of the measure upon American labor 
and industry will be “ entirely benefi- 
cial,”’ insists that former service men in 
America are out of work by thousands, 
while German soldiers are getting em- 
ployment, and defends the American 
valuation provisions. 

Mr. Fordney’s statement is as follows: 

“The introduction in the House of the 
new tariff bill, on the preparation of 
which the Ways and Means Committee 
has very diligently labored since the 
tariff hearings of last January and 
February, brings prominently into the 
limelight the tariff question in general; 
it brings into the foreground discussion 
regarding business conditions and the 
probable effect thereon of the enactment 
of the new bill which is based on the 
Republican principles of protection. 


Calls Present Law Inadequate. 


‘“With the revival of production in 
Europe, American industries have 
suffered and unemployment in the Unit- 
ed States has steadily increased. That 
there should be a readjustment after the 
war was inevitable, but the existence of 
an inadequate tariff law on our statute 
books, a law that does not protect 
American industries and does not guar- 
antee the American market for Ameri- 
can products is making the effects of 
the readjustment doubly severe. 

‘“The German ex-soldier is finding 
employment in his native land on the in- 
crease, while the America soldier is en- 
countering more difficulty, as the days 
go by, in securing employment. — : 
‘“‘T’ do not herald the bill, which is 
being presented by the Ways and Means 
Committee, as a panacea for all na- 
tional difficulties, but L do predict with 
great confidence that its effect upon 
American industry and upon American 
labor will be entirely beneficial. 

‘I have before me a comparison_of 
employment prepared by the Labor De- 
partment, based on reports obtained 
from some eight hundred factories in 
various principle industries. It shows 
that the number of employes decreased 


from 724,663 in May, 1920, to 440,971 in 
May, 1921. The payroll at the same time 
| declined from $31,967,162 in May, 1920, 
1 to $18,810,527 in May, 1921. These fig- 
ures, taken from representative institu- 
tions, accurately reflect the trend of 
| business and employment in general. 
| ‘*T also have before me a communica- 
tion from Brazil stating that imports 
into Brazil from Germany have _ in- 
creased some 3,000 per cent. in 1920 over 
1919. I also have a press dispatch dated 
Berlin, June 26, the heading of which is 
‘Less Unemployment in Germany.’ The 
dispatch states that the number of per- 
sons, supported by the Government, fell 
off 40,000 during the month of May. 

‘‘ Under existing rates many -products 
from Germany, Japan and other coun- 
tries are coming upon the American 
markets at far less than the American 

| cost of production. The displacement of 

American labor is the inevitable result. 
The purpose of the new bill is to en- 
able American industries to meet the 
severe competition to which they are 
now subjected. 

‘“A comparison of the sheep indus- 
try with the Angora at industry weil 
iilustrates what the effect of tariff leg- 
islation may be. By the Act of 191% 
wool was placed on the free list. That 
same law retained an import ag | of 
15 per cent. on the Angora goat hair 
The reasoning upon which this dis- 
crimination was made seems to have 
been more or less geographical, the An- 
gora goat industry being located princli- 
pally in the State of Texas. 

“The 1910 census shows 52,447.0v0 

sheep on farms tn the United States, 
while in 1920 there were 34,884.00". a 
decline of 18,000,000, or over SO per 
cent. During the same period the num- 
ber of goats on farms in the United 
| States increased from 2,915,000 to 4,- 
| 496,000, an increase of about 17 per 
cent. Sheep husbandry under the bane- 
| ful effect of free trade rapidly decitned, 
while the goat Industry under the in- 
| fluence of ‘ incidental’ tariff protection 
showed a substantial increase. 

‘“‘If time would permit, a long Hast of

| of textiles, and other commodities of 
| foreign production are displacing similar 
| domestic articles which can and should

will stimulate American industries and 
cause a revival of business in general. 
I make this statement in all confidence, 
and hope sincerely the bill) may be 
speedily enacted.

‘“One very much needed reform pro- 
|; posed in the new bill is the assessment 
of ad valorem duties on American valua- 
tion. The-difficulty of securing accurate 
information in regard to values abroad 
has been recognized for many years. In 
1830 Secretary Ingham, in a report on 
finance, made a very convincing argu- 
ment for the assessment of duties on 
values in the United States, 
‘“He condemned the ‘foreign valua- 
tion’ system as one that would benefit 
the merchant ‘least scrupulous of the

‘““The comparison of the rates set 
forth in the bill, for instance, with the 
rates in the Tariff act of 1909 will in- 
dicate the reduction in rates. Where 
there is a very great disparity of pro- 
duction costs between a particular for- 
eign country and America, the assessing 
of ad valorem duties on American 
values will tend toward higher duties. 
Where foreign costs, however, are more 
nearly equal to American costs, the 
change to the American basis will have 
a tendency to reduce duties. This, how- 
ever, is desirable, for in the first in- 
stance higher duties are essential to 
protect American industries, and in the 
second instance high duties are not re- 
quired to afford protection. 

“The American valuation system will 
have a desirable equalizing effect on 
import duties and seems entirely in har- 
mony with the effort of the committee 
to establish rates to offset production 
costs here and abroad. 


Lumber Always on Free List. 


‘Previous to the introduction of the 
bill and the making public of its con- 
tents, there was some misunderstand- 
ing regarding the committee's attitude 
toward the duty on lumber. Lumber is 
on the free list. 

““In view of the newspaper comment 
and certain statements being made that 
the committee was considering a duty 
on lumber, or had placed a duty on 
lumber, the bill with its free lumber 
provisions has caused some people to 
assume or conclude that the committee 
had changed its attitude. This, how- 
ever, is not the case. At all times, the 
committee favored free lumber and 
newspaper reports and comments to the 
contrary were based on misunder- 
standings and misinformation. 

‘““The clause in the bill authorizing 
the President to negotiate with coun- 
tries imposing a duty on American fin- 
ished lumber to secure the removal of 
such duties can hardly be misunder- 
stood. Its purpose is very evident, and 
its phraseology has been made as un- 
mistakable as words could make it. It 
has been the effort of the committee to 
aid American trade by including bar- 
gaining provisions in the bill in several 
alternative ways. and I believe these 
provisions will meet with general ap- 
proval. 

‘‘In the preparation of the bill, the 
Tariff Commission rendered valuable 
service to the committee. The data, 
furnished by the commission, was found 
to be extremely valuable and the as- 
sistance rendered by the personnel of 
the commission was very helpful to the 
committee, especially in technical mat- 
ters. The committee is indebted to the 
commission and realizes the value of 
having a Government agency to assem- 
ble tariff information and study tarif€ 
problems.”’ 

Following the issuing of Mr. Ford- 
ney’s statement, attention was called to 
the fact that his figures of decrease of 
sheep in this country between 1910 and 
1%20 did not agree with statistics of offi- 
cial bureaus. These estimate the num- 
ber of sheep on the farms in 1920 at 
48,615,000, not 34,894,000, as Mr. Ford- 
ney gives it. On this basis the actual 
decrease from 1910 is 3,833,000, instead 
of 18,000,000, and the percentage of re- 
duction 7, instead of the ‘‘more than 30 
per cent’”’ estimated by Mr. Fordney. 


NEW RATES WILL HIT CANADA. 


Exports and Exchange Likely to Be

OTTAWA, July 1.—It is estimated 
here that the proposed new tariff of the 
United States will affect Canadian ex- 
ports to the amount of $106,000,000.

SAYS TARIFF ON OIL 
AIDS INDEPENDENTS 


Representative Chandler As- 
serts It Will Prevent Standard 
Oil Killing Them. 


INSERTED AT LAST MINUTE 


Oklahoma Member Got Committee to 
Act After Printed Bill Was 
Given to the Press.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Charges that 
the Standard Oil Company has been 
trying for a long t'me to force inde- 
pendent concerns out of the field were 
made today by Representative Chandler, 
of Oklahoma, a member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, and the 
man chiefly responsible for the contem- 
plated new taxes on crude and fuel 
petroleum in the Fordney Tariff bill. 
In a statement today Representative 
Chandler asserted that the Mexican oil, 
which would be principally affected, 
was nearly all controlled by the Stand- 
ard Oil Corporation. He added that if 
the Mexican importation continued 
much longer American owners of small 
wells would have to shut down. 

“For many months the Standard Oil 
Company has been trfing to freeze out 
the independent companies, and the 
eleventh-hour action of the Republican 
Ways and Means Committee will defeat 
this monopolistic attempt,’’ said Repre- 
sentative Chandler’s statement. 

The allusion to the devalinctina™ 
action is a true characterization of the 
lateness of the committee’s decision. 
The Republican members of the Ways 
and Means Committee, when they were 
framing the bill, refused by a vote of 
10 to 7 to tax imported petroleum. The 
decision to impose the tax was not made 
until last Wednesday morning, only a

that the new tariff bill will enrich the 
interests at the expense of the public. 
They’ve done this for years, every time 
a Republican tariff bill was brought out. 

I want to point out the timely sig- 
nificance of one item on that bill. That’s 
the tariff on crude oil and fuel oll, now 
coming into this country from Mexico, 
4,500,000,000 gallons a year.

“If this importation continues much 
longer the American oil producérs, own- 
ers of the smaller capacity wells, will be 
forced to shut down and only those 
plants owned by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany will be able to exist.

‘‘ Correct information to me is that to- 
day there is a surplus of a billion gal- 
lens of gasoline in the United States, 
and a surplus of 50,000,000 is being 
stored away every month. There is no 
excuse for the present high price of 
gasoline, in view of this great surplus— 
cwned largely by the Standard Oil Com- 


pany. 

‘‘ Oil producers are being paid 70 per 
cent. less for their oil as it comes from 
the wells; and the Standard Oil has only 
reduced gasoline 20 per cent. 

‘‘ Two hundred and ten oil wells in the 
United States, producing a high quality 
product, will be forced to shut down if 
the: present unlimited importation of oil 
from Mexico is not stopped. 

‘“‘ The reason the independent refiners 
cannot compete with Standard Oil is 
because they buy their oil from Ameri- 
can wells. Fuel oil is a subsidiary 
product in the refining of gasoline. Be- 
cause those refiners are unable to dis- 

ose of their fuel oil—in face of the 
Mexican importations—the small refiners 
must keep up their price of gasoline to 
make up what is lost by not being able 
to market their subsidiary products. 

‘“* American oil unrefined contains 35 
per cent. gasoline and 41 per cent. fuel 
oil. Mexican oil only contains 9 per 
cent. gasoline and 87 per cent. fuel oil. 
Hence, the Standard oil company has 
been glutting the American market with 
fuel oil. There is little gasoline obtained 
from Mexican ofl. The Standard Oil 
Company’s large importations of crude 
and fuel oils have prevented the Ameri- 
can independent refiners from selling 
their subsidiary products. This in turn 
has prevented the stabilization of the oil 
market. 

“This tariff on oil will mean that in- 
dependent refiners can dispose of their 
subsidiary products and thus be enabled 
to lower their price on gasoline and get 
enough revenue to run their plants. 

‘We will collect $51,000,000 from the

Two days ago the Turkish Envoy, 
Bekir Samy Bey, was quoted by the 
Intransigeant as having said the Kemal- 
ists would give up their friendship for 
Italy for that of France. He vehement- 
ly denied that today to the Italian Jour- 
nalists, but as the latter cynically re- 
marked: ‘‘ The Turks see clearly that 
France can be more useful to them than 
we can, and will doubtless play the game 
to their own best advantage.”’ 

The French evidently are willing 
enough and Briand’s optimism looks as 
if the Italians judged aright. The 
only obstacle to the success of the 
French plans is the Greek army. Ac- 
cording to trustworthy information, the 
Greeks are by no means so weak or s0 
dispirited as rumor. reports. Their 
forces, which are all concentrated on the 
Smyrna front, considerably outnumber 
the Turks in artillery, supplies and 
transport, and they are said to have a 
stock of gas shells whose effects will 
be disastrous against their opponents, 
who almosi entirely lack proper masks. 
_The evacuation of Ismid did not affect 
the principal front materially. Indeed, 
a Havas message from Athens tonight 
announces that the Greeks informed the 
Allies more than a month ago that they 
were transferring the division guarding 
it to Smyrna. Reports that a battle 
has already begun on the latter front 
appear to be premature, but the Greek 
preparations are reported as thorough as 
they have been slow, and a _ surprise 
may occur to upset the plans, not only 
of red Kemalists but of the French as 
well. 


SAYS KEMALISTS HAVE 
NO RUSSIAN TROOPS 


Bekir Samy Bey Also Denies That 
They Are Using Russian 
Artillery.

PARIS, July 1.—In an interview with 
the Paris correspondent of THE NEw 
YORK TIMES today, Bekir Samy Bey, the 
envoy of Mustapha Kemal, the Turkish 
Nationalist chief, disposed of the per- 
sistent report that Trotzky had sent Cos- 
sacks to fight with the Turks by saying 
that there was not one Cossack or any 
other Russian soldier in the Turkish 
Army. He said further that Kemal was 
using no artillery from Russia. 

Samy Bey added that it was not true 
that Kemal’s forces were directed by 
German officers. He said that the army 


had not a single German officer. He re- 
eated that Angora had no alliance with 
oscow, but that their relations were 
friendly. 

Samy Bey had no explanation to offer 
as to the delay in starting the Greek 
offensive. He said he believed Kemal 
would have no trouble in dealing with 
the Greek attack. He emphasized his 
former statement that Kemal had no de- 
sire to bring the active opposition of the 
Allies against him. He indicated thereby 
that Kemal would make no effort at this 
time, at least, to capture Constantinople 
from the allied troops. He pointed out, 
however, tht the possession of Con- 
stantinople a: *he seat of the National- 
ist Government wus part of the Kemalist 
program. 

Samy Bey had a conversation yester- 
day with Premier Briand and today 
Djelaleddin Arif Bey, a member of the 
Turkish mission, conferred with the head 
of the French Government. Samy Bey 
said that the negotiations had not got 
down to a definite basis, but that there 
had been merely a preliminary exchange 
of ideas. 

It is known that the Turkish claims are 
receiving very serious consideration 
from the French Foreign Office, which 
has long believed that a settlement with 
Kemal was preferable to backing the 
Greeks in a war against him. 

Samy Bey has spent a week in Rome, 
and when he finishes his work in Paris 
he will go to London to consult with the 
British Foreign Office.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—General Per- 
shing today assumed his new duties as} 
Chief of Staff in succession to Major | 
Gen. March, and at the same time! 
Major Gen. Harbord took charge as/| 
executive assistant to General Pershing. 

Within a few hours after he became 
Ctiief of Staff General Pershing was 
acting as Secretary of War, Secretary 
Weeks having gone on a five-day visit 
to his farm at Lancaster, N. H., and 
Assistant Secretary Wainwright being 
on a trip of inspection of army posts 
in the South. 

The assumption of their new duties by 
General Pershing and Major Gen. Har- 
bord was effected quietly and without 
ceremony, it having been unnecessary 
to install them with the administration 
cf any oath. 

The first official act of General Per- 
shing was the issuance of a general 
order urging all officers of the regular 


army, the National Guard and the or- 
ganized reserves to aid former service 
men. 

‘“‘It is the purpose of the War Depart- 
ment,”’ said the order, ‘‘ acting through 
its available personnel, to assist ex-ser- 
vice men in every possible way in se- 
curing contact with the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, thus enabling them 
without delay to renew or convert their 
insurance, to secure medical or dental 
training, or to present their claims for 
compensation. 

“The obligation is imposed upon ail 
personnel Adjutants throughout the 
army, recruiting officers and regular 
officers on duty with the National 
Guard and organized reserves, to aid 
their less fortunate comrades. Such of- 
ficers will at once familiarize them- 
selves with the orders and circulars 
relating to the War Risk Insurance 
Bureau in so far as these instructions 
refer to renewal or conversion of insur- 
ance compensation, medical or dental 
treatment, hospitalization ana voca- 
tional training so that intelligent as- 
sistance and advice may be afforded 
ex-service men in regard to their rela- 
tions with the bureau. 

‘The officers mentioned will obtain 
without delay direct from the War Risk 
Insurance Bureau, a supply of all blank 
forms needed by ex-service men in their 
contact with this bureau. : 

“On application from_ ex-soldiers, 
the officers mentioned in Paragraph 2 
will furnish blank forms, will assist in 
the preparation of applications, will 
carefully examine all papers or instruc- 
tions on the forms in questionf and will 
themselves promptly forward the com- 
pleted applications or statements di- 
rectly to the Bureau of War Risk In- 
surance, Treasury Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C.’’

ON NORWEGIAN SHIPS} 


ft Is Asked to Ratify Agreement 
for Arbitration of Claims on 
War Requisitions. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—An arbitra- 
tion agreement between the United 
States and Norway dealing with Nor- 
Wway’s claims against this country grow- 
ing out of the requisitioning of ships 
building here early in the war for Nor- 
wegian account was sent today to the 
Benate for ratification. 

The agreement was reached in con- 
formity with the provisions of the arbi- 
tration convention between the United 
States and Norway in 1908 and its nego- 
tiation followed the failure of the Nor- 
wegian claimants and the Shipping 
Board and Emergency Fleet Corporation 


to adjust the claims. 

Claims of the Norwegians totalled 
14,157,000 for fifteen vessels taken over 
n American yards soon after the United 
States entered the war, and after nego- 
tiations with the Shipping Board were 
unsuccessful, the Norwegian Govern- 
ment asked that the matter be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. A commission of 
business men also came here from Nor- 


way in April in an effort to adjust the 
claims. 

The arbitration agreement was re- 
ferred by the Senate to the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee and its text was not 
made public.

Quantity of Alleged Cocaine Seized 
In Olive Oj! Barrels. 


While Customs Gauger J. E. McNulty 
Was examining a consignment of barrels 
supposed to contain olive oil which were 
landed from the Fabre Line steamship 
Patria at the foot of Thirty-first Street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday, he found 100 small 
bottles containing white powder, said to 
be cocaine. Two other barrels which 
were tapped, it was said, at the Col- 
lector’s office m the Custom Houss, con- 
tained 140, similar bottles, and the rest 
of the consignment was seized for in- 
vestigation. 

A large part of the shipment of bar- 
Tels alleged to contain olive oil had been 
already landed. Customs officials said. 
and removed by trucks before the first 
lot of powder was discovered. The bar- 
rels were taken on board the Patria at 
Palermo, Italy, on June 18. The ship- 
pers of the goods and the consignces 
are known and the matter will be in- 
yestigated by the Collector of the Port.

Two trucks of the National Motor

Two of the men held a& material wit- 
nesses gave their names as Daniel 
Brown of 1,718 Monroe Place, and his 
helper, Frank Roscett of 595 Sixteenth 
Street, both of West New York. Brown 
was driver of a six-ton truck leased to 
the trucking corporation by F.. C. Ar- 
nold of Jersey City. The third man 
said that he was Alex Kliegeman, 971 
Franklin Street, Philadelphia, son of the 
head of the Kliegeman Express Com- 


pany, from which the secon4 truck had 
leased by the National Motor 
Freight Corporation.

SEIZE MRS. KATE O'HARE 
AT HOME OF FRIEND 


Party of Men Carry Off Social- 
ist Pardoned by Wilson for 
Draft Law Crime. 


. TWIN FALLS, Idaho, July 1.—Mrs. 
Kate Richards O'Hare, a_ Socialist 
writer and lecturer, who was released 
from Federal prison by President Wil- 
son after she had served fourteen 
months of a sentence imposed under the 
Espionage act, was today taken from 
the home of H. H. Friedheim, a friend, 
by a party of a dozen or more unknown 
men. Her present whereabouts are un- 
known. 

She was to have delivered a lecture 
here tonight. 

Mrs. O’Hare arrived here at noon to- 
day with her daughter, coming from 
Vale, Ore., where she spoke Thursday. 
At Vale she had received a telegram 
from Friedheim to the effect that the 
county and city authorities had warned 
him that her coming here would likely 
result in dangerous consequences, and 
advised him to prevail upon her to can- 
cel the engagement. Mrs, O’Hare’s re- 
ply, as given by Friedheim, was that 
she would stand on her constitutional | 
rights and come. 

Feeling in Twin Falls against Mrs. 
O'Hare, who has spoken here on two) 
different occasions, has been running | 
high, according to the authorities. Reso- | 
lutions in opposition to her intended ap- 
pearance were adopted by numerous 
patriotic and civic organizations. 


Mrs. O’Hare was convicted in a South} 
Dakota Federal Court of interfering with 
the operation of the draft law and was 
sentenced to a prison term of five years. 
Her sentence was commuted by Presi- 
dent Wilson on May 380, 1920, after she 
had served fourteen months. The civil dis- 
abilities she incurred ‘as part of the 
penalty were not removed by her re- 
lease. In 1916 she was a Socialist can- 
didate for United States Senator from 
Missouri.

EXPORTER IS INDICTED. 


|B. F. Hernandez Accused of Grand 
Larceny in $76,216 Coal Purchase. 


Benjamin F. Hernandez, President of 
R. E. Matthews & Co., 17 Battery 
Place, was_ indicted yesterday 
charges of grand larceny in the first 
and second degrees, based on the com- 
plaint of the Davis Coal Company of 
Morgantown, W. Va., involving a claim 
of $76,216 for a cargo of coal. Hernan- 
dez, who lives at 163 Eastern Parkway, 
Brooklyn, was released last night by 
Judge McIntyre in bail of $50,000.

The Davis people allege 
that they submitted the shipping papers 
at our office and that we grabbed them. 
They are trying to make us pay them 
directly for the coal, for which we have 
already made payment, and we are not 
going to pay it again, even though an 
attempt is made to show that a civil 
transaction is a criminal action.’’

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 1.~—Ruling 
that the father may not determine the 
custody and residence of his children re- 


gardless of the mother’s consent, the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
Fourth Department, today ordered the 
five children of Elizabeth Delaney of 
Dunkirk, now held by Mount St. Jo- 
sepn’s Academy in Buffalo, returned to 
their home and to the joint custody of 
their parents. 

Contentions’ of counsel that the hus- 
band is ‘‘ the priest and king” of his 
own household and may place his chil- 
dren where he pleases, regardless of the 
wife’s consent and free from interfer- 
ence by the courts, were dismissed in 
the opinion which, written by Justice 
Rowland L. Davis, declared that ‘‘ the 
chief difficulty with the claims of coun- 
sel is that they are made a few centu- 


ries late.’’ 

Admitting that ‘‘ under the early Ro- 
man law e power of the husband was 
absolute,’ the court held that ‘‘ by 
statute and by constitutional amendment 
in this country, the disabilities of 
couverture have been largely removed,”’ 
and that by law the wife has equal right 
with the husband in guardianship of 
their children.

NEW CURB ON AUTOS 
GOES INTO EFFECT 


Magistrates Empowered to Re- 
voke Drivers’ Licenses—45 
Employes Dropped. 


PERSONS KILLED INCREASE 


105 More Deaths in Six-Month 
Period Than Last Year—Sev- 
enty-Five Victims in June. 


Legislation which gives City Magis- 
trates power to revoke or suspend li- 
censes of automobilists on conviction of 
infractions of the motor vehicle laws, 
and the reorganization of the Automobile 
Licensing Bureau under the newly cre- 
ated State Tax Department, went into 
effect yesterday. Forty-five employes 
of the old Automobile Bureau, which 
up to Thursday was under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Secretary of State, were 
dropped from the State payroll, with an 
ageregate saving of about $50,000. 

At the same time the National High- 
ways Pretective Association issued a 
semi*yearly report which revealed that 
105 more persons were killed in this 
city by automobiles since Jan. 1 last 
than in the same period for 1920, and 
that during June seventy-five persons 
were killed by automobiles here. The 
statistics also showed that 691 persons 
were killed in the first six months of 
the year in streets and highways, an 
increase of 180 over thé same period 
last year. There were seventy-four more 
persons killed by automobiles outside 
of the city since Jan. 1 of this year 
than in the same six months of 1920, 
and eighty-eight persons were killed in 
the same territory during the last six 
months. 

Under the new law empowering Mag- 
istrates to revoke or suspend automobile: 
operators’ licenses, it is provided that 
the Magistrate must immediately for- 
ward a certificate to the officials in 
charge of the Automobile Bureau of the 
new State Tax Commission, and the 
Tax Commission, after a hearing, can 
reissue the operator's license. 

In an explanation of the new laws 
sent to each Magistrate several days 
ago by Chief City Magistrate McAdoo, 
he gave the grounds on which they 
could revoke or suspend licenses as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘ Three or more convictions for speed- 
ing within a year’s time. (These may 
be for any form of speed violation, mo- 
tor vehicle law or ordinance, anywhere 
within the State. The offender need not 
be formally charged and convictgd as a 
third offender.) 

‘Failing to register sale or transfer 
of an automobile; defective brakes or 
steering gear; using another’s badge or 
license or allowing another to use one’s 
badge or license; making a false state- 
ment; deceiving or substituting for an- 
other on application for a license or 
registration or on an examination. | 

‘““Any physical or mental disability 
making it unsafe to drive, or the ha- 
bitual use of drugs or intoxicants; con- 
viction at any time of any felony; per- 
sistent violation of traffic laws or ordi- 


nances (even though of minor character, | 
if frequent). 


TWO BANDITS HOLD UP 
EXPRESS CAR ON TRAIN 


Wound Messenger at Covington, 
Ind., bat Get Only Non- 
Negotiable Securities. 


VEEDERSBURG, Ind., July 1.—Two 
bandits early this morning held up and 
robbed Big Four passenger train No. 
44 near Covington, Ind., shot and 
wounded Fred Beckman, the express 
messenger, and rifled the express car 
safe. No money was obtained by the 
robbers, an investigation disclosed, their 
loot consisting of a large number of 
railroad bank drafts and non-negotia- 


ble securities. The bank drafts had 
not been filled out. 

The two bandits are believed to have 
entered the express car at Covington. 
Beckman said he had left the car door 
open after taking on some mail there. 
The first he was aware of their pres- 
ence, he said, was-when they jumped 
from behind some mail bags and or- 
dered him to throw up his hands. When 
he failed to obey them one of the men 
shot him, he said. 

The robbers then bound and gagged 
him and rifled the safe. They remained 
in the car until the train neared Vee-

77 FILIPINOS CONVICTED. 


Members of Constabulary Are Found 
Guilty of Murdering in Riots. 


MANILA, P. I. July 1.—Seventy- 
seven members of the Philippine Con- 
stabulary were convicted today of mur- 
der for the killing of three American 


members of the Manila police force and 
eight other persons, in rioting between 
the constabulary and police last Dec. 15. 

Three sergeants and eight corporals 
were sentenced to life imprisonment by 
Judge Carlos A. Imperial of the Filipino 
Court of First Instance. The sixty-six 
privates received sentences of seven- 
teen years, four months and one day. 

There is no jury system in the Philip- 
pines, and the Judge heard the case 
and fixed the ‘sentences. 

All the defendants are already serving 
sentences of ten years, having been con- 
victed last February of sedition in con- 
nection with the riots. 
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HOWAT AND DORCHY 
ARE FOUND GUILTY 


Mine Leaders Are Convicted of 
Calling Strike in Violation 
of Kansas Law. 


THEY OFFERED NO DEFENSE 


Motion for New Trial Will Be Made 
—Howat Attacks Judge’s 
Instructions. . 


Special to The New York Times, 

COLUMBUS, Kan., July 1.—Alexander 
Howat and August Dorchy, President 
and Vice President of the Kansas Min- 
ers’ Union, were found guilty of violat- 
ing the Kansas Industrial Court law 
by a jury in the Cherokee County Dis- 
trict Court this afternoon. The jury 
found Howat and Dorchy guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

The case was based upon the calling 
of a strike at the Mackie mine at 
Scammon over a dispute as to the pay 
of a young miner. 

No testimony was offered in behalf of 
Howat and Dorchy in the short trial. 
The defense counsel rested without call- 
ing a witness after the State had ex- 
amined only two witnesses. The short- 
ness of the trial came as a surprise 
as Howat’s attorneys had called a num- 
ber or witnesses, including State legis- 
lators. : 

A motion for a new trial will be filed, 

said attorneys for the convicted union 
leaders. 
- July 8 is sentence day, and Judge 
Frank W. Boss will pass on the motion 
at that time, and, if he denies the mo- 
tion for a new trial, sentence Howat and 
Dorchy. Judge Boss announced that the 
bonds of the mine leaders would stand 
until that date. 

“*I was guilty of a felony or guilty of 
nothing,’’ Howat said. Although Howat 
has been convicted of several offenses, 
this was his first conviction by a jury. 

‘““It was the Judge’s instructions that 
did it,’’ the miners’ President declared 
soon after the verdict had been read. 
Howat and Dorchy were at luncheon 
in a restaurant when word was brought 
to them that they were needed at the 
Court House, that the jury had a ver- 
dict. They insisted on finishing some 
cherry pie. 

The courtroom was filled when the 
jury filed in and the verdict was read. 
Many miners were in town waiting the 
outcome of the trial, but there was no 
demonstration. 

As the jurors passed out of the Court 
House they were stopped by miners who 
asked questions concerning the verdict. 
Jurors, it was understood this afternoon, 
said that three jurors voted for convic- 
tion on the felony charge on the first 
ballot. The felony charge, however, 
soon was disposed of. At one stage of 
the jury’s deliberations, the reports 
state, seven jurors were for acquittal.

STADIUM CONCERTS 


Bars Its Men From Playing 
Owing to Grievance Against 
the National Symphony. 


ENGAGE PHILADELPHIA MEN 


Break With National, Soon to Be 
Merged With Philharmonic, 
Comes Like a Thunderbolt. 


Somewhat of a thunderbolt struck New 
York’s musical community late yesterday 
afternoon, when it became known that 
the Philaflelphia Orchestra and ‘‘ other 
arganizations.’’ as yet not specified, will 
furnish the players for two months of 
Summer concerts, due to open next 
Thursday at the City College Stadium. 
Members of the local musical union, long 
since engaged, had at the last moment 
** been prevented from playing,’’ accord- 
ing to dn announcement issued by Ar- 
thur Judson on behalf of the Stadium 
management. 

‘*Very much to our surprise,’ said 
the statement, ‘‘ we were informed to- 
day that, owing to some fancied griev- 
ance against the National Symphony Or- 
chestra, members of the local New York 
union would not be permitted to play en- 
gagements at the Lewisohn Stadium this 
Summer. 

The union was informed that the or- 
ganization giving the Stadium concerts 
was in no way, directly or indirectly, af- 
fillated with the National Symphony; 
but the powers that be in the local union 
have ruled otherwise. 

‘““We have, therefore, taken the local 
union at its word and have engaged a 
new orchestra recruited chiefly from the 
Philadelphia Orchestra and from other 
first-ciass organizations. The same high 
standard of concerts as heretofore will 
be maintained.”’ 

‘“* We are in no way opposed to union- 
ism, as exemplified by the fact that the 
musicians employed are all union men; 
we, however, resent the high-handed ac- 
tion of the leaders of the local union, 
and feel that we can no longer tolerate 
their unwarranted interference. 

“‘We sincerely regret that hardship 
which the ruling of the local union will 
cause to individual members of the or- 
ehestra, but see no other course to pur- 
sue. 

““ We are sure the public will stand be- 
hind the number of well-known men and 


women who are endeavoring, in the face 
of great difficulties, to give New York 
really high-class music at prices within 
the reach of all,’’ the statement con- 
cluded. 

Mr. Judson gave out at the same time 

the notice he had received from Robert 
Stearne, enclosing a copy of another let- 
ter of yesterday's date from Henry V. 
Donnelly, Secretary of the M. M. P. U. 
Local 310, A. F. M. 
- “As a union man,’ Mr. Stearne 
wrote, ‘‘I must abide by the decision of 
the Board of Directors of our organiza- 
tion. 

‘* Before communicating with you, I 
have got in touch with Mr. Charles §. 
Guggenheimer, attorney for the National 
Symphony, and he again asserted to me 
that the National Symphony Orchestra 
was in no way connected with the Sta- 
dium concerts and that there was no 
justification for any such contention. 

“IT have no alternative, however, but 
to notify you that, pursuant to the rul- 
ing of the union, 1 herewith abrogate 
the contract existing between you, the 
People’s Institute and mayself, and am 
notifying the orchestra members that I 
am no longer connected with the Sta- 
dium concerts for the coming season, 
and that all engagements made under 
union rules are off by order of the 
union.’’ 

There was much comment ——. mu- 
sicians now in town on the sudden break 
with the former National Symphony, 
soon to be merged with the Philhar- 
monic. It followed by a single day the 
Philharmonic Society’s announcement of 
*‘a delay’’ in securing contracts with 
players for next season. 

Many persons recalled also that H. H. 
Flagler, head of the New York Sym- 
phony, had declared to that independent 
crganization’s annual meeting that the 
union rules as to pay for rehearsals had 
made it problematical whether any of 
New York’s musical societies could play 
next season on the old basis. 

The Stadium’s announcement last night 
also indicated that the controversy was 
not over the actual personnel engaged, 
but rather the general terms of employ- 
ment, saying the local union had with- 
drawn its men ‘‘ unless conditions were 
fulfilled which the Stadium concert 
management regard as impossible.” 


MORRIS GEST WAS 
PRISONER IN KISHINEFF 


Cables His Wife From Vienna 
That He Again Failed to Find 
His Parents in Odessa. 


Word was received yesterday from 
Morris Gest, who has been in Europe 
for several months, that he had been 
imprisoned in Kishineff for three days, 
and that he had again failed to locate 
his parents in Odessa. Mr. Gest, who 
has not seen his parents since before 
the war, went abroad a year ago to 
endeavor to bring them to America. He 
tried to reach Odessa through Constan- 
tinople, but failed. 

On this occasion he went to Bucharest 
and thence to Kishineff, having had as- 
surances from Soviet officials that his 
parents would be permitted to leave 
Russia. His cablegram, received by 
Mrs. Gest yesterday, was as follows: 

“Arrived safely Vienna today. Have 
been to Hades and return. Reached 
Kishineff. Impossible to communicate 
with my parents in Odessa. Kishineff 
under martial law. Detained in prison 
three days. Secured release through 
American Minister Vopicka, who sent 
secretary with me to Vienna. Arrive 
Paris ‘Sunday; sailing immediately 
thereafter.’’ 

Kishineff, where 
prisoned, is now 
Rumania. 


REFEREES’ FEES SLASHED. 


Appellate Division Cuts Bill of La- 
combe, Iselin and Battle. 


Ex-Judge E. Henry Lacombe, Adrian 
H. Iselin and George Gordon Battle, 
who acted as referees in the litigation 
of the City of New York against the 
Empire City Subway Company and 
who decided against the city, put in a 
bill of $80,000, half of which the city 
must pay. The Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court yesterday slashed the 
bill. 

The city contended that there was no 
legal ground upon which such fees 
could be collected. The Appellate Divi- 
sion decided that although the usual 
payment to a referee is $10 an hour, the 
law would uphold a fee of $25 an hour 
to the referees in this case as reason- 
able.

RECEIVE ULTIMATUM 


Offers Former 
Employes Chance to Return 
to Work July 5. 


International 


TO REOPEN MILLS THAT DAY 


— 


Wages and Working Conditions 


Compare Favorably With Those of 
Competitors, Statement Declares. 


The International Paper Company, 
whose employes have been on strike 
since May 1, and whose plants have been 
shut down completely since that time, 
|has sent what was construed to be an 
ultimatum to its former workers. The 
statement mailed by the company to its 
employes yesterday says that the plants 
will be reopened on Tuesday, July 5, 
and that all the striking workmen who 
report for work will receive wages which 
are approximately 95 per cent. in ex- 
cess of those paid by the company in 
1914. It says also that if the strikers do 
not accept this proposition the company 
will arrange to start such of its plants 
as it desires to have in operation to take 
care of the requirements of its cus- 
tomers. 

The letter sent by the company to its 
former employes says in part: 
| ‘There have been a great many state- 
tments made regarding various paper 
| manufacturing companies paying higher 


wages than the International Paper Com- 
pany proposes to pay. It is true that 
there are some new sprint paper mills and 
others who are paying higher wages, but 
there are a vast number of mills manu- 
| facturing newsprint as well as other 
grades of paper which are competitors of 
| ours and which have reduced wages by 
|20 per cent. or more on May 1 without 
involving a large financial loss by shut- 
down as has been the case with this 
|company. Very few of our competitors 
have paid any higher wages, and in prac- 
tically every case of this kind where the 
| higher wages were paid it was for a few 
occupations only. 

Working conditions in the plants of a 
vast majority of the paper manufactur- 
}ers are not nearly as good as those in 
| the International Paper Company, and a 
great many manufacturers are still run- 
ning their plants on the two-tour wasis, 
and a still larger number have the nine 
and ten hour day for day workers.”’ 


SAY OUR BUTTER IS IMPURE.

|Margatine Makers Charge Is 


Made of Rancid Cream. 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 1.—That 95 
per cent. of the butter now being sold 
in the United States is made from rancid 
cream neutralized with lime water, was 
the charge made today by oleomargarine 
manufacturers in their attempt to offset 
what they term libelous propaganda put 
out by the creamery interests. 

This statement, made by E. P. Kelly 
of Columbus, Ohio, newly elected Presi- 
dent of the Institute of Independent 
| Margarine Manufacturers, was followed 
by the announcement of George T. Mox- 
ley of Chicago, retiring President of the 
institute, that the last Department of 


Agriculture list showed only forty-three 
creameries out of the thousands in the 
United States from which margarine 
manufacturers were permitted to pur- 
chase butter to mix with their manu- 
factured product. 

‘Only forty-three creameries in the 
entire Country meet Government stand- 
ards, which permit us to buy from 
them,” he said, but the remaining 
thousands of creameries are permitted 
to sell their uninspected product, no 
matter what it may be, to an unsuspect- 
ing public. The manufacture of mar- 
garine is so rigidly supervised by the 
Government that we,are not even per- 
mitted to use lime as disinfectant on 
the floor, while centralized creameries 
are permitted to use lime to disinfect 
ithe cream from which they make the 
butter for } your table.”

DENY THEY ARE ARE LAW- ABIDING 


Counsel for Guede and. and Vanzetti Has 
Such Evidence Stricken From Record 


DEDHAM, Mass., July 1.—By agree- 
ment of counsel District Attorney Katz- 
mann announced today that the prose- 
cution had assented to a request by both 
defendants that there be stricken from 
the record of the trial of Niccola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, for a double 
murder at South Braintree last year, 
all evidence that they bore reputations 
of being peaceful and law-abiding. ‘The 
reason for this request was withheld. 
The jury was informed that by agree- 
ment of counsel no evidence now exists 
in the trial record that either Sacco 
or Vanzetti was peaceful and law- 
abiding. 

Yesterday the defense introduced 
character witnesses for both men. The 
chief of police of Plymouth and a patrol- 
man of that town testified that Vanzetti 
was regarded as peaceful and law-abid- 
ing, and two former employers of Sacco 
testified similarly for him.

Of course, any country with a declining 
population is doomed unless the decline 
can be stopped, and for a country merely 
to hold its own in the census reports is 
almost as ominous, for the holding will 
not be for long. A situation realized, 
however, is remediable, usually, and it 
is in this case. The French race has 
lost neither its vitality nor its fertility, 
and it has before now met and conquered

i with whieh the city is confronted. ‘The 
jfact is that for many years past the 
‘public school population of the city has 
| increased much faster than the seating 
|eapacity of the school buildings and 
‘no Administration has made any sub- 
|stantial progress in dealing with the 
| situation. 

Consolidation in 1898 found the school 
accommodations of the greater city 
quite inadequate and thousands of pupils 
on part time. The expenditure of more 
than $100,000,000 for new buildings since 
that date has not improved the situa- 
tion. On the contrary, in spite of an im- 
| posing array of new buildings, of which 
the city may well be proud, the num- 
ber of pupils on part time has steadily 
increased. Moreover, while the 
buildings have furnished modern ac- 
commodations to the pupils fortunate 
| cnet to enjoy them, little or no at- 
;tempt has been made to improve the 
(old buildings, many of which are a dis- 
grace to the city. 

Possibly the development of our splen- 
did system of high schools may have 
diverted attention from the shortcom- 
ings of the lower schvols; but certain 
it is that at no time during the last 
twenty-two years have the elementary 
school buildings kept pace with the 
growth of the school registration. 

During the Mitchel Administration for 
the first time an attempt was made to 
deal with the whole situation in a sys- 
tematic and constructive manner. The 
‘Gary plan” was associated in the 
public mind with manual training and 
shop work, but this was only an inci- 
dental feature which was in no way 
essential. The prime objects of this 
plan were: 

1. To abolish part time and provide a 
full school day for every pupil. 

2. To provide an adequate playground 
and systematic physical training for 
every school in the city. 

8. To alter the old buildings; to elimi- 
nate dark and unsanitary rooms, and to 
provide, as far as possible, modern ac- 
commodations for all pupils. 

The attempt to introduce this system 
too rapidly, before it had been thor- 
oughly tested and adapted to New York 
conditions, and before it had been suf- 
ficiently explained to parents and teach- 
ers, was a serious mistake which un- 
doubtedly created a very false impres- 
sion regarding it; but even its opponents 
must admit that the Gary plan never 
had a fair trial in New York. Its ad- 
vocates still believe that this plan offers 
the best if not the only practicabdle 
method of providing adequate accommo- 
dations for all pupils in the elementary 
schools and abolishing the part time 
evil in New York. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
learn that the Board of Education of 
the City of Detroit has recently adopted 
a similar double session plan, known as 
the Platoon School, as its official policy, 
and has not only planned its building 
program accordingly, but is reorganizing 
its entire system of elementary schools 
on this basis. 

The Deputy Superintendent, Mr. 
Charles L. Spain, states in his report: 

“The Platoon School as it is being de- 
veloped in Detroit is designed to ex- 
emplify the principles of business effi- 
ciency in school organization and to 
afford a concrete expression of the most 
progressive educational thought. It 
represents the deliberate judgment of 
the Superintendent of Schools and his 
staff, after a carefully planned expert- 
Dur- 
ing that time fifteen experimental 
schools were carefully observed and the 
results were measured from all angles 
by the Department of Educational Re- 
search. These results are so convine- 
ing and the psychological effect of the 
new type of school, upon principals, 
teachers and pupils, has been so favor- 
able that the further development of 
the Platoon School organization be- 
comes almost inevitable. 

‘““The most striking outcome of the 
experiment has been the spontaneous 
and whole-hearted endorsement which 
the Platoon School has received from 
principals, teachers, pupils and parents.”’ 

Detroit has apparently discarded the 
shop work feature of the Gary plan, 
for under the Platoon plan one-half 
of the school is occupied in the audito- 
rium, gymnasium, playground, library 
and in special rooms provided for music, 
art, literature, geography, science, 
cooking and manual training, while the 
other half is in the class rooms. The 
absurd argument that the Gary plan 
would deprive the pupils of higher edu- 
cation and rear a class of industrial 
slaves cannot be used, therefore, against 
the Platoon School. 

Elaborate tests show that the results 
In the Platoon School are somewhat bet- 
ter than in the conventional school, and 
a large majority of the teachers testify 
that the children are happier, more in- 
dustrious and more self-reliant. 

By this plan of organization the ca- 
pacity of the school buildings is in- 
creased more than 20 per cent. If a 
similar plan could be adopted in New 
York it would solve the part-time prob- 
lem at a cost many million doliars less 
than would be required to provide a re- 
served seat for every pupil. In view 
of the present condition of our New 
York schools and New York finances, 
surely the results of the duplicate school 
plan in Detroit deserve investigation 
ind serious consideration.

Mr. Howell will visit foreign 
countries at his own expense in connec- 
tion with the study of the service. In 
several foreign cities, notably Budapest, 
much progress has been made in broad- 
casting information by telephone. 

Market reports are now sént out three 
or four times a day by the air mail 
wireless service of the Post Office De- 
partment through the broadcasting sta- 
tions at Washington, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Omaha, North Platte, Neb,; Rock 
Springs, Wyo., and Elko, Nev. Each of 
these stations covers a radius of from 
$00 to 500 miles.

NEW WAR RISK REGULATIONS 


Insurance, Lapsed or Canceled, May 
Be Reinstated Before Jan. 1 Next. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—New Treas- 
ury rulings, liberalizing regulations 
under which lapsed or canceled war risk 
term insurance may be reinstated or 
converted, were announced today by Di- 
rector Forbes of the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance with the approval of Secretary 
Mellon. 

The feature of the most importance to 

; former service men is the provision that 
term insurance that has lapsed or has 
been canceled may, regardless of how 


long the applicant has been discharged, 
be reinstated or reinstated and converted 
to Government life insurance at any 
time prior to Jan. 1, 1922. 

The new regulations supersede a pre- 
vious ruling that limited the time for re- 
instatement to today.

FRENCH OCCUPATION 


Germans in Essen Say Repara- 
tion Agreement Will Only 
Delay Her March. 


KRUPP WORKS ARE BUSY 


More Than 75,000 Are Employed in 
Plants Converted to Produce 
Peacetime Machinery.

ESSIEN, May 11.—This busy manufac- 

turing city in the centre of the Ruhr dis- | 

trict is typical of the others like Cre- 


feld, Barmen, Elberfeld, Dortmund, 
Dtisseldorf and Duisberg, which aré situ- 
ated around it within an houwr’s journey 
by rail. Before the war the population 
of Essen was 280,000, and now it has 
incréaseéd to half a million. This is 
ascribed to the rush from the rutal dis- | 
tricts to the industrial centres. There | 
are at least 12,000 persons now in the 
city looking for houses.

Krupp Also Expect Occupation. 


In an interview at the Krupp works 
today Dr. Fritz Homann, secretary and 
representative of Dr. Gustav von Boh- 
len, Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of Fried Krupp & Co., said that the 
French forces would undoubtedly occupy 
Idssen in the neat future. 

“This means,’’ he continued, ‘that | 
we shall have to repurchase our coal 





be entirely at the mercy of her repre- | 
sentatives. By that I mean if France 
the manufacture -of | 
any particular kind of machinery or 
article that we turn out she will cut 
down the coal supply and that factory 
will shut down immediately and thous- | 
sands of men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment. 

“The Krupp works have increased in | 
size and number of workmen. In pre- | 
war days we had 43,000 employed here | 
in the various factories. Now the num- | 
ber is 52,000 and will increase steadily if | 
the Frénch do not force us to shut down. | 
During the war the number of employes! 
rose to 110,000, which included 30,000 | 
womén employed in the shell factory. | 
There are now less than 500 women | 
in the whole works. 

‘*Taking into consideration the Krupp | 
works at Magdeburg and other places} 
in Germany the firm employs 75,000} 
persons and the average wages for a 
day of eight hours is sixty marks, which 
gives a_ payroll of 4,500,000 marks aj; 
day and another million marks to be} 
added for the 3,500 clerks, draftsmen 
and engineers who are not included in 
the total of 75,000. Ten per cent. is de- 
ducted from every employe for the in- 
come tax and each individual must seét- | 
tle with the tax collectors in regard to 
the super-tax if he is receiving more 
than 20,000 marks a month.” 

‘Is it true that the firm of Krupp & 
Co. is turning out 600 cash registers 
daily, as reported in the European pa- 
pers?’’ he was asked. 

‘“*No,”’ replied br. Homann, “we are 
making cash registers and have received 
orders for the machines from all parts 
ot Germany, but so far none have yet 
been delivered. Wés expect to send out 
the first consignment next week.”’ 

‘“Are you making kodaks?” 

“That report is also incorrect. We 
make projectors for the moving picture 
machines and the Maltese cross that is 
used for the intermittent movement in 
making pictures. 

‘““We also make scooters and can, turn 
out 200 a day, but as they cost from 
8,000 to 9,000 marks each there is not 
much demand for them, as that is a 
big sum to pay for a luxury in Germany 
today. | 

‘“The chief industries of Krupp & 
now are locomotives, freight 
cars, steel tires, for which we have been 
famed for many years, and boiler plates. 
We are also making agricultural ma- 
chinery and all kinds of steel castings 
and forgings. : . 

‘‘ When the armistice was signed in 
November, 1918, we had to dismantle 
our gun factory and armor plate factory 
immediately. In December, 1919, we 
turned out the first locomotive in plants 
which formerly were used exclusively 
for making engines of destruction. 
There are 5,000 men employed in that 
department. 

“The boilers, axles and wheels are 
made in another part of the works and 
are brought there to be fitted on. The 
plant in which the millions of shells 
were made during the war has now been 
transformed into a factory for turning 
out tires, axles and all kinds of ma- 
terial for use on railroads of every 
description. We expect to be able to 
turn out 300 tires a day when the fac- 
tory is in full swing. 

“The formér armor plate factory is 
now a shop for producing boiler plate 
and other kinds of steel plate. The 
largest rolling mill is driven by a 10,000 | 
horse power engine. 

‘‘Tt was a very big job to make such 
a vast alteration in the plant of the 
Krupp company, us the flooring and the 
foundations had to be taken up everys 
where. 

“The agricultural machinery is tried 
out on the old proving ground for the 
big guns. 

““We also make cream. separators, 
weaving looms and spinning machines. 

“Expert workmen are engaged in 
making a scientific measuring instru- 
ment and adding machines, but we have 
not made any typewriters yet. 

‘We also make control machines for 
ascertaining the number and weight of | 
cars which pass over the rails. These| 
aré used chiefly in mining industries, to 
control the output of coal or ore. 


Plant Covers 1,500 Acres, 


“The area of the Krupp plant is 1,500 
acres, of which 425 acres are taken up 
by workshops. Another portion is taken 
up by the workmen’s colonies, in which 
10,000 men and their families are housed 
and for which they pay now from 25 to 
80 marks 4 month. Before the war the 
rent was 10 to 15 marks a month. 

‘* The firm is directed by the Board of 
Trustees, of which Dr. Bohlen is the 
chairman. He has devoted his time to 
studying the variou@ industries  con- 
nected with the business, but has noth- 
ing to do with the technical branch, 
which is directed by a committee com- 
posed of the heads of the various facto- 
ries. For example, the head of the steel- 
plate rolling plant is responsible for all 
steel output like forgings, castings, rails 
and boiler plate, and the locomotive de- 
partment head is responsible for all en- 
gines and freight trucks.”’ 

It is an interesting sight to walk 
through these huge works today and 
see the thousands of men at work on 
peaceful products who had three years 
ago been turning out engines of destruc- 
tion on an immense scale. The shed 
now used for making steel plate was 
erected in 1917 to make armor plate for 
war vessels. The big show room, where 
the finished guns were exhibited, is now 
used for showing agricultural machinery 
and other products to the customer. 

The Interallied Commission here has 
twelve salaried experts living in the 
Krupp Hotel and devoting all their time 
to seeing that the factory does not 
turn out any guns or armor plate. 

German officials here in the Ruhr 
district express their keen disappoint- 
ment at the failure of President Har- 
ding to take any steps toward signing 
a peace treaty with Germany and say 
that little has been achieved toward 
settling affairs in Europe since the sign- 
ing of the armistice, :

JAIL FOR WOMEN PRISONERS. 


Mayor Hylan Forbids New Order to} 
Send Them to Blackwell’s ‘Island. 


The recent practice of sending woman 
prisoners to Blackwell's Island instead | 
of the jails where they can bé accessibte 
to the magistrates, the probation offi- | 
ers, their lawyers and friends, was or- | 
dered discontinued by Mayor Hylan 
yesterday. He was led to take this 
action after a talk in his office with 


Magistrate John E. McGeehan. The} 
latter pointed out to the Mayor that 
this practice had already inconven- 
ienced the courts and done an injustice 
to many women prisoners, who are 
often placed on probation. 

The ordér sending them to Black- 
well’s Island was issued by Commis- 
sioner of Corrections James A. Hamil- 
ton and the first the Magistrate knew 
of it was on Thursday morning when a 
van backed up to the rear entrance of 
Jefferson Market Court and the women 
prisoners were Bundled up and carried 
away. 

‘“'The practice is illegal,’’ said Mag- 
istrate McGeehan. ‘‘I so pointed out 
to Mayor Hylan. It is humiliating to 
the women prisoners, for some of them 
would never have been sent there but 
would have been placed on probation.’’ 


MORE CRIME IN WASHINGTON 


“Figures for Six Months of 1921 
Show 20 Per Cent. Increase.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Crime and 
irregularities in Washington during the 
first six months of 1921 show an in- 
crease of nearly 20 per cent. over fig- 
ures for 1920, according to the report} 
made public today by Frank A. Seb- 
ring, chief clerk of the Police Courts. 

With real liquor fast disappearing from 
the ‘‘ bootleg ’’ market and the sale of 
synthetic and poisonous concoctions on 
the increase, arrests from Jan. 1 of this | 
year. to June 30 show a total of 23,173. 
The total number of arrests for all of- 
fenses during the entire twelve months 
of 1920 was 42,000. Nearly 25 per cent. 
of these arrests were for drunkenness, 
and an additional 20 per cent. for of- 
fenses traceable directly or indirectly to 
drunkenness. 

Arrests for drunkénness and offenses 
traceable to drink during the first six 
months of this year will total nearly 
17,000. 


MYSTERY IN EXPLOSION.

The application of the Transit Com- 
tmission to require . the Board of Esti- 
mate to make the necessary appropria- 
tion to carry on its work and pay the 
salaries of fts employes was granted 
yesterday by the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in an opinion which 
apparently disposed of the city’s con- 
tention that the act creating thé com- 
mission was unconstitutional. 

Under thé decision the Board of Esti- 
mate is not only required to appropriate 
$1,083,000 for the payment of salaries 
of the commission's employes for the 
last half of the current year, but it is 
also required to appropriate $368,805 to 
pay the salaries of the employes trans- 
ferred from the old commission which 
the Controller refused to pay on the 
ground that the transfer wag illegal. 

Corporation Counsel John P. O'Brien 
on Thursday said that if the decision 
of the Appellate Division was against 
the city an appeal would be taken to 
the Court of Appeais. 


Yesterday's opinion was written by | 


Presiding Justice John Proctor Clarke, 
who touched on the constitutional ques- 
tion involved by stating that four Judges 
of the Court of Appeals absolutély, and 
two inferentially, sustained the constitu- 
tlune! power of the Legislature to modi- 
fy rates fixed in local franchises, thus 
meeting the argument of the city that 
the Transit Commission was created for 
the illegal purpose of raising farces 
which was a violation of the city’s 
rights. 

Then the opinion states that the ques- 
tion of rates 1s not ripe for decision, be- 
cause no plan has been prepared or sub- 
mitted and no contracts drawn and 
that: 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 
that intramural transportation matters 
are in a deplorable condition. It may 
be that the plan devised will be so 
sound, so safe, so consérvative, so fair 
and reasonable, that it will be willingly 
accepted by all parties. There is no 
question but that the city has power to 
approve of modifications of existing con- 
tracts. 

‘““The respondents have argued almost 
every conceivable question that could be 
raised in opposition to this application. 
Many have no relevancy at the present 


time. We have considered the vital ones 
and reach the conclusion thatithe motion 
should be granted.’’

| DEMPSEY ARRIVES 
| ON BATTLEGROUND 


Greeting Awaits Him in Jersey 
City, Despite the Secrecy of 
His Trip From Camp. 


VISITS SCENE OF CONTEST. 


After Being Quartejred in a Private) 
Home, He Sallies\ Forth to In- | 
spect the Big: Arena. 


Jack Dempsey slept Jast night—if he} 
slept at all—within a' few blocks of 
Boyle’s Thirty Acres, It should take 
him not over three minifites by automo- 
bile today to reach the stene of his fistic 
discussion with Carpentier. Jack retired | 
with an eye-full of the tpattleground, for | 
he made a journey to Rickard’s arena 
soon after he reached Jlersey City, and 
saw just how everything would look on} 
the morrow, with the minor exceptions 
of the crowd and the gentleman who has 
ventured to dispute hits world supremacy 
in the top class of hist profession. 

All sorts of word pictures and draw- 
iugs have been used ini the past week to 
portray the dréadful mental condition 
of fighters on the eve vf a big engage- 
ment, but if Dempsey was undergoing 
any of those kinds of mental torture, 
he displayed them clhieffy in such mild 
eymptoms as restlessnes® on the train 
and a disposition to sleep as often and | 
as much as possible.

Arrives at 5 o’Clock, 


The Reading train with the Dempsey 
chartered Pullman attached rqlled into 
the Jackson Avenue station at 5 o'clock. 
With the fighter were Jack Kearns, his 


manager, a few of the most elert minors 
of his entourage and Mayor Edward 
Bader of Atlantic City. The party de- 
scended quickly, paused to exchange 
greetings with Mayor Hague of Jersey 
City and a few other political celebrities 
of the town and then hurried into lim- 
ousines. 

Thereupon it was disclosed that the 
honor of furnishing asylum to the 
champion had been granted to William 
Cc. Heppenheimer, Jersey City banker, 
who occupies a sizeable domain at the 
corner of Jersey Avenue and Montgom- 
ery Street. There were only a2 half 
dozen persons who knew in advance 
that the big car in the lead of the little 
procession would whirl Jack thither— 
only a half dozen persons and some 400 
smail boys who were clustered about the 
entrance. They looked, they cheered 
and they went away possessed of the 
slow of a priceless smile which each 
was certain Jack had directed at him 
and no other. 

Soon after the guest had passed be- 
hind the portals the party grew to some 
seventeen, including J. Harry Foley, 
Governor Edwards’ secretary, and a 
number of other officials. Those who

up. But if he felt the least displeasure 
with the juvenile quality of his audience 
he did not betray it. He lifted his head 
like an old warhorse as the treble greet- 
ing came to him, he smiled and waved, 
and was driven away.

TAKES WALK IN THE RAIN 


|Frenchman Gets Thorough Drench- 


ing—Wilson Says Challenger Will 
Carry Fight to Dempsey. 


On the eve of the most important bat- 
tle of his career, Georges Carpentier 
enjoyed a day of almost complete rest 
at Manhasset yesterday. The challen- 
ger for the world’s heavyweight cham- 
pionship, twenty-four hours before the 
time set for his entrance into the ring 
against Dempsey, was as carefree and 
unconcerned as a boy. 

The usual privacy was observed at 
the Manhasset camp. In fact, with the 
approach of the bout this protection of 
the challenger was continued with even 
greater attention to detail than at any 


other stage of the challenger’s training 
period. Carpentier likes seclusion from 
the multitude, and he found this isola- 
tion in his Long Island retreat. 
Trainer Gus Wilson officially recount- 
ed Carpentier’s last day in camp. The 
challenger, Wilson said, did absolutely 
no heavy work. He contented himself 
with a short trip over Nassau County 
roads and through nearby woods in the 
morning. The hike was necessarily 
more restricted than what the chal- 
lenger has been accustomed to. _It was 
raining hard and steadily, and even the 
thick woods offered little protection 
against the downpour. Carpentier was 
accompanied by Paul Journee, his 
French heavywelght sparring partner. 
The pair returned in about three-quar- 
ters of an hour, both drenched. 
Carpentier then received a stiff rub- 
down, and as a precaution he was 
swathed in blankets to guard against 
cold as a result of his reckless exposure 
to the elements. In the afternoon the 
challenger devoted a short time to light 
calisthenics, intended merely to keep 
him in trim. The calisthenics took place 
in the barn gymnasium. 


Chats on Front Porch. 


For the remainder of the day Carpen- 
tier occupied himself as best he could 
in various forms of recreation. He 
chatted amiably with intimate friends 
who journeyed to the camp to wish the 


challenger luck in his important task. 
He lounged about the front porch re- 
counting tales of war and exchanging 
jokes with his camp ‘‘ family.” Fight 
talk was banned by mutual consent. 
The topic itself seemed furtherest from 
the mind of the man most concerned— 
Carpentier. His camp assistants and 
advisers willingly foreswore discussion 
on the particular subject. 

Trainer Wilson then exhibited himself 
as a buck and wing dancer of no little 
skill. Always Carpentier was _ light- 





hearted, laughing and seemingly uncon- 
When several boys appeared 
at the front gate of his retreat, the chal- 
lenger interrupted his porch story-tell- 
ing for a little on in ball playing. 
At 9 o’cock, whistling snatches of an 
American war song, the picturesque box- 
er tripped lightly up the stairs to his 
sleeping quarters and called a cheery 
‘*Good night’ to his comrades. 

An incident which occurred during the 
ball game -in the afternoon reflected 
clearly the ease of mind of the chal- 
lenger. One of the lads with whom Car- 
pentier was playing has been a persist- 
ent visitor at the camp and the chal- 
lenger has been very friendly with him. 
Carpentier named the youngster ‘‘ Mar- 
shal Foch ”’ because of his strategy in 
getting into the camp on private work- 
out days. When Carpentier advanced 
on the gathering of youngsters, ‘‘ Mar- 
shal Foch stepped forward and said: 

Georges, I think you're about the 
nicest fellow I ever met, but Dempsey’s 
going to beat you tomorrow.”

Of Victory in Battle and Managers Agree 


Last night, on the eve of the en- 
counter which will either give Jack 
Dempsey a new lease on the world’s 
heavyweight championship or perch 
Georges Carpentier upon the throne, the 
two contenders in today’s title bout 
and their managers made the following 
statements for THE New York TIMES: 

DEMPSEY—One of the things’ I’ve 
been careful about is not to underrate 
Carpentier, and when I climb into the 
ring against him I'll knew that I am 
facing the best heavyweight that Eu- 
rope can send over here. On the other 
hand it will be as short a bout as I 
can make it. Those people that say I 
will prolong the bout more than neces- 
sary are dead wrong. If I can finish 
Carpentier in six rounds I'll do it; if in 
three rounds or only one, all the better. 
Even one punch won’t be too short for 
me. I was never in better trim than 
now, even against Jess Willard in To- 
ledo. I will be seven pounds heavier, 
which is only a natural increase in 
two years, but I am only 26 now and in 
the best condition I ever was in. If 
hard work could get me fit, then I’m 
ready for the bell and confident of 
coming away with my title intact. 

CARPENTIER-—I have eagerly await- 
ed the opportunity which is now pre- 
sented. For years I have looked for- 
ward to the time I would have a chance 
to gain the world’s ‘heavyweight title. 
I have made a long journey for the goal 
now in sight. I have trained hard and 
faithfully. I am in wonderful condi- 
tion, better than I have enjoyed for 
any of my fights before. I am not 
worried nor am I awed. Dempsey is a 
great fighter. He must be to be de- 
serving all the things which I have 


heard and read about him. To me, how- 
ever, he is not the ‘‘ man-killer.”” He is 


just like any other boxer whom I have 
met. 1 am sure of my own ability. I 
am confident of the result. The best 
man will win. Dempsey, I hope, is in 
as good condition as I am. I will not 
say more. I never have predicted I 
will knock out a rival, nor have I ever 
named a round in which my triumph 
would come. I let the battle determine 
this. 


KEARNS—Dempsey has never gone in- 
to a bout with greater confidence than 


he has today. He is brimming over 
with confidence and expects to beat the 
Frenchman as quickly as possible. My 
own personal opinion is that it will be 
a short bout and won’t go the limit of 
twelve rounds. I don’t think Carpentier 
can stand up against such a fighting 
machine as Dempsey for the full dis- 
tance. Jack never hit harder or was 
faster or livelier than he is now, after 
a long siege of training at Atlantic 
City. He has been working fully as 
hard here as before the Willard bout, 
and personally I think he is in the best 
shape of his ring career. He ought tu 
win easily. 

DESCAMPS—Georges will win. Knock- 
out? Sure! We would not have come 
here to fight if we were not sure of 
winning. Georges he will be the heavy- 
weight champion of the world before 
Saturday night. You will see. He will 
surprise everybody. I have said always 
that Georges would surprise everybody, 
and now is the time. He expects a hard 
fight. Dempsey is a tough man. But 
Georges is in wonderful condition. He 
is better than for any other fight be 
fore. Every way he has improved and 
he is ready for the fight of his life. He 


is confident and s0 am I. It will be a 
great fight and the better man will win.

LONDON, July i1.—Interest in the 
Dempsey-Carpentier fight is being well 
sustained by the London newspapers, 
which continue to publish many columns 
from their American correspondents 
telling of all the preparations for the 
great contest and the various sensations 
that have arisen out of it. These dis- 
patches are augmented by many more 
columns giving the careers of the men 
and speculating on their respective 
chances. 

Several London newspapers are adver- 
tising that they will publish ‘‘the ful- 
lest ’’ description of the fight itself from 
the ringside, and the public is told to 
look out for special reports of the affair 
from Carpentier and Dempsey them- 
selves.

Red Lights for a Carpentier Vic- 
tory—White if Georges Is 
Knocked Out. 


PARIS, July 1 (Associated Press).— 
Six high-powered army airplanes tomor- 
row night will fly over the boulevards 
and throw strong red lights on the Pa- 
risian crowds if Georges Carpentier suc- 
ceeds in knocking out Jack Dempsey. 
Soft white rays will be flashed if the 
Frenchman fails to respond to the ref- 
eree’s count. , 

The betting on the fight failed to be- 
come more active today, Frenchmen de- 
manding 3 to 1 and offering little 
money even at that price. At the Bourse 
it was said the odds probably would not 
go below 3 to 1 in favor of Dempsey and 
that extensive betting on the result of 
the contest was not expected. There was 


a certain amount of betting today, how- 
ever, mostly at 3 to 1, with a few stray 
bets at 2 to 1. Several of Dempsey’s 
supporters have taken small amounts of 
Carpentier money at 4 to 1. 

Enthusiasm is still high at Carpentier’s 
favorite Boulevard restaurant, where 
many of his strongest advocates and 
friends gather each day. The French- 
man’s friends are confident that Carpen- 
tier will overcome Dempsey by what they 
claim is his superior skill, but they do 
not readily translate their confidence 
into wagers of money. 


TO RE-ENACT TITLE BOUT. 


Benny Leonard and Brother Will 
Reproduce Fight at Benton Harbor. 


BENTON HARBOR, Mich., July 1.— 
Benton Harbor fight followers probably 
will get a more realistic description of 
the international argument between Jack 
Dempsey and Georges Carpentier than 
any one not actually at ‘‘Boyle’s Thirty 
Acres’ at Jersey City, for they will see 
a world’s champion duplicating every 
blow delivered by Dempsey, with another 


fighter taking the part of Carpentier, as 
the returns are received over a special 
wire from the New Jersey ringside. | 

Benny Leonard, lightweight champion, 
here to defend his title against Sailor 
Freedman of Chicago Monday, will play 
Dempsey’s part, and his brother, Charley 
Leonard, will duplicate Carpentier’s 
moves. If the wire ticks out that Demp- 
sey shot a left hook to Carpentier’s chin, 
Benny will send a left hook to Brother 
Charley, and if the wire then says that 
Carpentier countered with a right to the 











champion’s jaw, Charley will shoot a 
right across. The full fight will be car- 
ried out to the last detail in this way.

The advance sale for the Dempsey- 
Carpentier battle last night attained a 
total estimated at $1,300,000, according 
to Promoter Tex Rickard. The approx- 


imation included all sales up to the time | 


the box office at Madison Square Gar- 
den was closed last night. 
pected the ‘‘gate’’ will reach $1,500,000 
by the time the ring struggle starts. 

The day witnessed an unusually heavy 
assault on the supply of tickets. Pur- 
chasers stood in lines almost through 
the early morning and afternoon, pre- 
senting a scene typical of that furnished 
at the popular-priced boxing shows in 
Madison Square Garden, when it is nec- 
essary to employ special officers to keep 
the crowds in line. Im spite of this 
about 35,000 tickets remained unsold. 

The crowd promises to break all exist- 
ing records for attendance at boxing 
bouts. — Rickard estimated that not less 
than 75,000 people will witness the in- 
ternational spectacle, and he was pre- 
pared to handle a crowd of 90,000. 
._The operations of the Garden force of 
ticket distributors will be continued to- 
day until‘noon. Rickard said he planned 
to cease selling tickets at the old amphi- 
theatre at 12 o’clock today. After that 
time the pasteboards will be shipped to 
Jersey City, there to be placed on sale 
outside the police lines which will be 
drawn about the big arena. 

The $5.50 tickets, providing for admis- 
sion to the unreserved section of the 
stand, will be placed on sale at the 
arena at 8 o’clock this morning. There 
are 8,000 of these tickets, Promoter 
Rickard said, and they will be dispensed 
not more than two to any individual. 
This plan has been adopted as a precau- 
tion against the tickets falling into the 
hands of speculators. The tickets will 
be dispensed from four motor-driven 
platform trucks, upon which will be 
placed ticket booths. The booths will be 
placed on both sides of the truck, one 
side being used for admission tickets 
and the other side for reserved tickets.

Levy’s arrest fol- 
lowed after the detectives had seen the 
tickets he had to offer. 

According to the police, Levy had 
$6,000 on his person and fifty tickets to 
the fight, which the police seized for 


examination as tO their validity. Levy 
told Magistrate Corrigan that so far as 
he knew the tickets were genuine. He 
said that he had got them from a man 
he knew by sight only at Broadway and 
Forty-seventh Street. He undertook to 
sell the tickets for a commission, he 
said. 

In order to give Levy an opportunity 
to locate the man from whom he re- 
ceived the fraudulent tickets, and also 
because the complainant was not in 
court, Magistrate Corrigan released him 
under bail. 

This was the only instance of an arrest 
yesterday and showed how wary the 
fight fans had become in buying their 
tickets. The police said that fraudulent 
tickets undoubtedly still were being of- 
fered but found few, if any, buyers. 
During the day numerous persons, gen- 
erally out-of-towners, called at Madison 
Square Garden to check up on the 
genuineness of their tickets. 

There was a race to ‘‘ get out from 
under’ last night among the smaller 
agencies and individual speculators who 
still had supplies of tickets yet undis- 
posed of. Along the Rialto prices for $50 
tickets were quoted at $45, $42 and $40. 
An individual speculator offered a 
Times reporter a pair of the fifties for 
$80. He said he was stuck with six 
tickets. 

One hole in the wall was offering $25 
tickets for $15 with apparently few 
takers. Ten dollar admissions aplenty 
were to be had at $8 and $9. Brokers 
said that these tickets were selling very 
slowly, the reason for which they could 
not understand. ‘‘ I’ve sold more of the 
higher priced tickets this afternoon,” 
one speculator remarked. 

As the Jersey authorities have turned 
down more than 250 applications from 
speculators to do business this mornin 
at the scene of the fight, it was sai 
that those who still had supplies would 
endeavor to dispose of them on this 
side of the river at the railroad and 
ferry terminals. 

The larger recognized ticket agencies 
did not reduce their prices last night. 
One of the leading agencies had only a 
few tickets left, and the manager 
thought he would be able to dispose of 
them at a profit before midnight.

BERLIN, July 1.—If the Kaiser hadn’t 
been defeated the whole German sport- 
ing world would not be on edge for the 
Dempsey-Carpentier result. The Kaiser 
considered ‘‘ box fights’’ brutal and 
barbarous, and consequently boxing was 
prohibited in Germany throughout his 
imperial incumbency. But the Kaiser’s 
fall and the outbreak of the revolution 
swept down all police barriers. Ger- 


man prisoners and interned soldiers who 
learned the rudjments of boxing in 
American and British camps introauced 
the sport into the German Republic. 
‘** Box fight’’ Maccenases, promoters 
and fans quickly developed and today 
boxing draws the biggest money next to 
racing. 

All German fight fans are violently 
and partisanly pro-Dempsey chiefly be- 
cause Carpentier is a krenchman. No 
international sporting event within 
memory has aroused such keen and 
widespread interest. The German box- 
ing trade journal, Koxsport, has devoted 
a@ special number to the Dempsey-Car- 
pentier fight. All papers comments while 
the staid Berliner ‘tageblatt. the demo- 
cratic organ, brightened the lives of 
American correspondents forced to wade 
through reams of German press drool by 
devoting nearly two columns to tne fight 
which otherwise would have been filled 
with heavy polemical political propa- 
ganda. 

Headlined ‘‘The Boxer Derby”’ the Na- 
tional Gazette in an article signed by 
its sporting editor, one Peter Kjk, says: 
“Our favorite’s name is Jack Dempsey. 
We believe in his rapid and impressive 
victory, and the whole sporting world 
awaits the victory. The whole sporting 
world awaits the tick of the telegraph 
tomorrow. In Germany, too, hundreds 
of thousands of passionate boxsport 
fans pay homage to July 2 in New 
Jersey by New York.’’ 

‘““So one can say no world contest here- 
tofore ever was able to hold the whole 
world’s breathless attention aa the 
Dempsey-Carpentier fight.’’ 

The sporting specialist of the noonday 
Berlin Gazette pulls this good one: 

‘“‘'The world championship fight takes 
place in New Jersey, a suburb of New 
York.”’ 

This German expert does not take 
much stock in it, however, because New 
Jersey laws only allow twelve rounds 
and no decision on points. He says: 
‘*The championships should not be lim- 
ited as.to the number of rounds. Also, 
on form, the negro boxer Harry Wills 
is far and away the most entitled to 
call himself world’s champion.”’ 

Owing to the astronomical time dif- 
ference plus the American summertime, 
the result probably wiil not be known 
in Berlin before midnight.

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JOCKEYS HURT IN 
SPILL AT LATONIA 


Four Horses Fall and Their 
Riders Are Injured—Outsider 
Wins Race at 114-1.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 1.—Four 
jockeys were injured in a wholesale spill 
at the Latonia racetrack this afternoon. 
The jockeys, Tommy Murray, Jimmy 
McCoy, W. Heinisch and Tommy Nolan, 
were taken to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
Covington. Murray is in a serious con- 
dition, suffering from a badly sprained 
back and probable internal injuries. The 
accident occurred in the third race. 

As the field of nine horses swept down 
the home stretch Murray, riding The 
Virginian, began a fight for a position 
nearest the inner rail. As he did so, 
Melvin, ridden by Francis, bumped 
Murray’s mount. The horse stumbled 
and fell. Hondo, ridden by Heinisch; 
Logalist and Harold K., which were in 
close pursuit, were too near to clear 
The Virginian and they piled up in a 
heap. Melvin continued to run. 

The auto ambulance, stewards, valets 
and stable hands rushed to the aid of 
the injured, who were taken to the 
hospital. Murray and Nolan were un- 
conscious, but Nolan was revived before 
the hospital was reached. After an ex- 
amination at the hospital all of the boys 
were discharged with the exception of 


Murray. 

Jake Feld, an outsider in the betting, 
won the race, paying $230.20 for a $2 
ticket. 

The handicap event on the card was 
a mile test, which was won by The Por- 
ter.

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Irregularity in Stock Market— 
Crop Report on Cotton Indi- 
cates Low Yield. 


In many respects the stock market of 
yesterday was a typical pre-holiday 
affair. Not only were fluctuations nar- 
row, with irregularity as the outstand- 
ing feature, but 
actions fell to the lowest point touched 
since April 20. The turnover for the 
five-hour session amounted only 
slightly more than 400,000 shares. 


the case of the specialties there was 
further evidence of the activity of specu- 
lators for the decline, and in several 
instances sharp recessions were record- 
ed in the first hour, with subsequent 
recoveries. One significant fact stood 
out, however, in that whatever short 
interest there may be did not feel im- 
pelled to cover commitments. After 4 
period of decline such as has been wit- 
nessed it is often the case that an even- 
ing up process is undertaken by traders 
in anticipation of a holiday, and the de- 
velopments which may come to light 
before the market again opens. But this 
did not happen yesterday. Apparently 
the short account is not in the least in- 
timidated or else it has been largely 
eliminated by covering on the way down. 

It has been characteristic of the mar- 
ket ever since the general decline started 
in November of 1919 to find the stock 
market with lfttle rallying power fol- 
lowing the sharp breaks which have suc- 
ceeded one another. Usually the 
ket has been inclined to drift into a 
period of inactivity, and another such 
condition may be forecast by the inac- 
tivity of yesterday. 

On the other hand the bond market 
showed greater activity than in a num- 
ber of weeks. This was plainly a result

It compares with 66 a month ago, 70.7 a 
year ago and a ten-year average of 78.8. 
The present estimate of condition is the 
smallest ever reported as of June 25. 
The acreage planted, 26,519,000, is the 
smallest since 1900 and the forecast of 
production, based on present condition, 
is the smallest since 1895. In that year 
the crop amounted to 7,147,000 bales and 
the estimate now places the current 
crop at 8,433,000 bales, 

So far as the cotton market was con- 
cerned the crop report showing such low 
condition and such reduced acreage had 
little effect. There was a moderate 
rally on the news, but nothing of a 
buoyant character. Three factors con- 
tributed to this. In the first place the 
cotton market, as in the case of the 
stock market, was ruled by a holiday 
spirit. But more important than this 
was the knowledge of the big surplus 
of cotton from last year’s crop and the 
well realized stagnation in textile linés. 
Neither in phis country nor in England 
is demand such at the moment as to 
absorb cotton freely. Furthermore, the 
cotton market has been deluged 
predictions of late, all of them tending 
to show 2a poor crop outlook, that 
there was not the degree of surprise 
which would accompany an unpredicted 
announcement.

CROP LIMIT ASKED 
ON CUBAN SUGAR 


Backers of Plan Want Govern- 
ment to Set the Maximum 
at 2,500,000 Tons. 


3,900,000 TONS THIS YEAR 


Another Proposal Calls for Bonds to 
Take Up Excess, Guaranteed 
by a Future Tax. 


Conditions in the Cuban sugar indus- 
try afe growing more critical daily, ac- 
cording to the opinion expressed by the 
Federal Sugar Refining Company, in 
{ts weekly bulletin on trade conditions. 
Government limitation of the next crop 
is the latest remedy proposed, accord- 
ing to the company. This plan, ‘‘ which 


indicates how grave the Cuban sugar | 


troubles have become, is that the Gov- 
ernment should decree that grinding in 
the next crop should not begin before 
Feb. 1 and that the crop should be ab- 
solutely limited to 2,500,000 tons. This 
would be a reduction of over 36 per 
cent. from this year’s crop, which will 
be over 3,900,000 tons. 

‘‘The Cuban Government, according 
to another plan, should buy 700,000 or 
1,000,000 tons of sugar from the plant- 
ers, giving 6 per cent. or 7 per cent. 
bonds in payment, secured by a tax of 
30 cents per bag on future crops, witich 
should allow of the bonds being paid 
off in fifteen years.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Prices Irregular in Dull Market. 


Trading on’ the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday was truly of the pre- 
holiday character, in which pricés moved 
in an almost shiftless manner, with the 
declines and advances about equally 
divided. There were numerous issués 
which attracted attention because of the 
unusual weakness, but these in the main 
were the result of direct news develop- 
ments, while the stocks which were 
strong advanced mainly on the belief 
that there may be further improvement 
in the general situation, particularly in 
the case of the railroads.

RAIL UNIONS LIKELY |

Leaders and Delegates Meet in 
Chicago and Compromise Is 
the General Talk. 


BROTHERHOODS MAY APPEAL 


Common Labor Oppose Accepting— 
Committee From All Unions 
Named to Decide. 


CHICAGO, July 1.—Railway. union 
leaders tonight wére undecided on their 
final attitude toward the 12. per cent. . 
wage reduction which became effective 
today on virtually every railroad in the 
country by order of the Railroad Labor 
Board. Despite considerable dissatis- 
faction among employes, no sporadic. 
strikes or serious threats of strikes were ) | 
reported to the union chiefs. 

Talk of a nation-wide strike lessened 
and compromise was in the air when the 
group meétings, attended by about 1,500 
délegates from system organizations of 
the Big Four Brotherhoods, shop crafts, 
maintenance of way men, telegraphers, 
clerks and switchmeén, adjourned until 
tomorrow. 

Heads of the Big Four and the sixteen 
American Federation of Labor unions 
held a short meeting in the morning, be-~ 
fore the officers separated to convene 
the organization meetings. The execu- 
tive meetings, it is said, took no action 
other than to put the entire wage situ- 
ation in the hands of a committee, head- 
ed by B. M. Jewell, President of the 
Railway Employes’ Department of the 
American Federation of Labor, Other 
members are F. H. Fitzgerald, President 
of the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Clerks, Freight Handlers, Ex- 
press and Station Employes; L. E. Shep- 
pard, President of the Order of Railway 
Conductors; E. J: Manien, President of 
the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, and 
Timothy Shea, Vice President of thé 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen. 

While there was no indication of dis- 
sension between the organizations over 
the wage cut, a definite line of demar- 
cation developed. The Big Four, ac- 
cording to Harry P. Daugherty, Vice 
Grand Chief of the Engineers, were fa- 
vorable to accepting the cut as 4 “ néc- 
essary evil.’"’ They were said to be plan- 
ning ‘‘informal acceptance,’’ which 
really means acceptance under protest. 
It was suggested tnat they might try 
to reopen negotiations with the railroads 
and if no séttlement was reached ask 
the Railroad Labor Board to reconsider 
the case. 

On the other hand, the shop crafts and 
maintenance of way men were said to 
be opposed to accepting the reduction. 
Both have taken referendum votes, 
which: are reported to be heavily .in 
favor of rejecting the cut. The main- 
tenance of way group, composed largely 
of section men, was the hardest hit of 
all railway employes in the wage re- 
duction, the entire 20 per cent. increase 
granted by the Labor Board in July, 
1920, being wiped out. 

Separate meetings were held by each 
brotherhood today and a report of their 
action will be made at a consolidated 
meeting of the Big Four tomorrow. 

The élerks and telegraphers ani the 
switchmen also held meetings, but no 
definite action was decided upon by 
either organization as far as could be 
learned. 

If there is any radical action by any 
unions, it will be taken by the mainten- 
ance of way workers and some shop 
crafts affected by the heavy cut. for 
common labor. Chairmen of those 
organizations decided to postpone final 
action until Thursday when their de- 
cision will be given out at Detroit. 

Mr. Jewell tonight refused to make 
any predictions on how soon the con- 
ferences might be completed, or what 
the final action would be. He indi- 
cated, however, that all the unions in 
his department and all the brotherhoods 
would unite in whatever action was 
taken and that their final decision 
would be unanimous for all employes. 


PULLMAN SHOP WAGES CUT. 


Company Gets Permission From 
Railroad Labor Board. 


CHICAGO, July 1.—After yielding to 
the order of the Railroad Labor Board 
that wage’ negotiations be held with 
union representatives instead of the ¢m- 
ployes en masse, the Pullman Company 
received permission today to make 
wage reductions for shop craft employes. 
The reductions, 6 to 8 cents an hour, 
were effective today.

Wave Boosts Prices. 


The July cotton report from Washing- 
ton yesterday showed a condition of 
69.2, with a reduction of 28.4 per cent, in 
acreage, hardly so favorable as had 
been expected. Though the crop 
promises 8,433,000 bales, July and Aug- 
ust are the most critical months. With 


an improvement of only 3.2 per cent. 
for the month, compared with 8.5 per 
cent. advance last year, confidence 
seemed somewhat shaken. For nearly 
an hour after the report the market 
hung uncertainly. Then a wave _of 
‘buying advanced prices 30 points during 
the last half hour. The closing was 22 
to 27 points over Thursday. 

When the report appeared prices ruled 
10 points below Thursday's close, Oc- 
tober trading at 12.07. Many had been 
prepared for a condition of about 70 
and less reduction in acreage than 
_Shown -by the Government, so sufficient 
buying resulted to carry prices up 15 
points. But actual volume of business 
proved surprisingly small. Larger in- 
terests failed to take an active part in 
the market. For an hour the whole list 
meved about within a 5 point range. 

Professional trading became restricted 
and it was not until nearly 2:30 o'clock 
that the real activity began. A detailed 
showing by the Government said that 
use of fertilizers had been greatly re- 
duced, information leading to an esti- 
mate that the South had used this year 
only 66 per cent. of the average quan- 
tity used from 1917 to 1920. This seemed 
to create a greater impression on room 
sentiment than any details in the offi- 
cial report first received. A few pro- 
fessionals started buying but soon found 
no adequate supply of contracts. Oc- 
tober ran above 12.30 and then above 
12.35. When this advance brought about 
no pressure, new buyers took hold of 
it. Outside orders were attracted and 
prices advanced rapidly until some po- 
sitions sold within a few points of the 
week's high. 

Trading broadened materially during 
the late advance. Houses with Western 
and Wall Street connetions, after sell- 
ing earlier in the week, turned buyers. 
Some stop-loss orders were reached as 
October neared 1214 cents and any effort 
to buy a few thousand bales had a de- 
cided influence on prices. There was 
no sign of participation in the market 
by Wall Street interests believed to 
have a large line of October outstand- 
ing, cotton that sold as low as 11.40 last 
week. Fear of a covering movement, 
owing to iess favorabie crop reports. 

Before the report trading showed ef- 
fects of improvement in Liverpool. Ten- 
ders in that market aggregated 8,000 
bales. With this operation completed 
prices recovered quickly from Thursday's 
depression. October gained 36 American 
points and improved tone was -re- 
flected in cloths and yarns. This served 
to steady New York, and October, after 


advanced to 
12.30. At that figure cotton began to 
come from various directions, houses 
with Southern connections bting princi- 
cal sellers. Weather conditions con- 
tinued more favorable. Trading was lim- 
ited during tlhe morning, one line of 
July being covered around 70 points 
under October. About midday New Or- 
leans lost all the early advance and sent 
selling orders to New York. There was 
not enough buying power to absorb these 
contracts, and prices ran off 25 points, 
October touching 12.03, the low of the 
week, just before the report. 
Certificated cotton in New York 
creased to 136,638 bales against 
bales on June 1, and 11,040 on 
Stock in licensed warehouses is 
bales, with a running stock of 
bales.

CHICAGO, July 1.—Sensationally high 
temperatures prevailed in the American 
Northwest—108 in North Dakota yester- 
day; but, while causing an advance of 
1@2% cents over the previous day’s 
finish, after a small decline early, it 


was lost sight of later on the forecast 
for somewhat cooler weather and a be- 
lief on the part of the trade that rains 
would fall over the triple holiday, and 
the close was 1% cents lower, after a 
range of 3@414 cents for the day, with 
all deliveries selling at the same _ price 
at one time, although at the finish, 
July was cent over the. September, 
and Deecmber % cent over. Trading 
in the latter started at about the 
September price, but quickly went to 
a premium, with a house selling the 
September and buying the December. 

The general forecast held out no sign 
of general relief from the dry and hot 
weather, although showers are probable 
in sections. Some very serious reports 
of damage are coming from the North- 
west, and a farmer from near Calgary, 
who was here today, received a wire 
from his foreman advising him that his 
4,000-acre crop was ruined beyond re- 
pair, regardless of rains. Private re- 
ports, made up from mail returns any- 
where from three to seven days old, 
showed the Spring wheat crop to be 
going back rapidly, estimates ranging 
from 242,000,000 to 247,000,000 bushels, 
compared with 51,000,000 bushels on June 
1. Estimates on Winter were reduced 
8,000,000 to 48,000,000 amd range from 
562,000,000 to 591,000,000 bushels, with a 
total of all wheat for the country of 
804,000,000 to 838,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 787,000,000 bushels harvested 
last year. The carryover in all positions, 
exclusive of flour, is estimated at 82,- 
000,000 bushels, against 101,000,000 bush- 
els last year. 

Country offerings of new wheat to 
arrive were fairly liberal, and the deal- 
ing of this grain is having considerable 
influence on the market, as _ outside 
speculation and the export demand are 
not sufficient to absorb the sales. The 
country so far has not enthused on the 
buying side, despite the bad reports 
from the American and Canadian North- 
west, and the local element is not in- 
clined to take a decided stand on either 
side. Should no rain fall in the Spring 
wheat territory over the holidays a 
higher market is looked for Tuesday, 
but unless there is a great increase in 
the buying, a bulge is not expected to 
hold. 

Premiums at the Gulf were lowered 
144@1 cent, in an effort to interest buy- 
ers, and elsewhere made on the basis 
of 18 cents over July, free on board Gal- 
veston, for first half July, and at 9@10 
cents over for August, free on board 
New Orleans. The seaboard was after 
wheat here for all rail at 23 cents over 
July, track New York, this week’s ship- 
ment. Spot wheat premiums were 3@7 
cents lower, with dark hard leading. No. 
1 red sold at 4@6 cents and No. 1 hard 
at 10@12 cents over July. The local 
elevator strike is turning out to be a 
fizzle. The elevator men have more 
than enough hands, and eight houses 
were in operation today, with two boats 
loading corn for the East, and two 
more will commence to load tomorrow. 

The feature in corn was the strength 
shown. in the July, which went from a 
discount of 1 cent under September, at 
the close yesterday, to a fractional pre- 
mium at one time today, with a leading 
cash interest on the buying side. De- 
liveries of 4,003,000 bushels passed into 
strong hands and part of the grain will 
be loaded out immediately. Dry and 
hot weather prevailed over the belt. 
with reports of corn curling in Nebras- 
ka, and offset the effect of the private 
reports which indicated a crop of over 
3,000,000 bushels, with the condition 
around 90, the highest in over 10 years. 
Acreage shows an increase of around 
50,000, mainly in the South and North- 
west. 

The oats crop is variously estimated 
at 1,309,000,000 to 1,375,000,000 bushels, 
compared with the Government Jur 
returns of 1,405,000,000 bushels. Closin; 
trades were at net gains of 4% to 14, 
cents on corn and \% to 18 cents on 
oats.

AGENCIES REPORT 


Midsummer Conditions Now Pre- 
vailing in Most Lines of 
Business, They Say. 


SHOWING BEST IN TEXTILES 


Buyers Still Disinclined. to Do More 
Than Cover immediate Require- 
ments, Dun’s Asserts. 


Midsummer — conditions prevail in 
must lines of business, according to re- 
ports received by the leading mercantile 
agencies. It is reported, however, that 
preinventory and immediate use buying 
is being carried on in some lines of 
trade, especially in the jobbing centres, 
and that cut-price sales of Summer 
goods have come earlier\this year than 
in no~mal times. 

According to Bradstreet’s the out- 
stancing features of the week include a 
further quieting down of trade at whole- 
sale, a sJower pace in most but not all 
industries, continued slow collections 
and a rather spotted crop situation. On 
the other hand, midsummer and pre- 


inventory sales by jobbers and extensive 
sales of light seasonal wearing apparel 
at retail, more encouraging railroad re- 
ports, increased buying of repair ma- 
terial by the roads, and prospects of 
Government payments of deferred obli- 
ations to the roads, are among the 
avorable developments in a rather dull, 
not to say depressed trade and indus- 
trial situation. s 
** Spotty conditions,’’ it is stated, “‘ art 
mot confined to the crop outlook, dif- 
ferent sections and lines of industry re- 
turning varying reports, ranging from 
fairly active to intensely dull. Textile 


grades seem to return pilathreiy bes® re- 


ports, with 60 to 90 per cent. at work in 
some lines, and woolen, cotton and silks 
send best reports, this pointing to more 
immediate human needs being the chief 
concern of buyers. Retailers’ sales of 
Summer goods are reported light.”’ 

Dun’s Review, in commenting on the 

situation, says: ‘‘ General commercial 
revival hawing failed to develop during 
the first half of the year, it is not the 
time now to look for decisive improve- 
ment in conditions. Even in active pe- 
riods July brings interruptions to busi- 
ness through holidays and vacations, in- 
ventorying and suspensions of work for 
repairs, and other restraints add their 
weight this year. The combined effect 
of these forces appears in a further 
slowing down in basic industries and 
rimary markets, and a larger retail 
istribution of seasonable merchandise 
is only a partial offset. That some 
plants are well engaged, all things con- 
sidered, is encouraging, but iron and 
steel output remains at an extremely 
low ebb, and textile production has re- 
caded again in some divisions. 

“The fundamental cause of the re- 
striction of manufacturing, which ex- 
tends to many lines, is found in most 
buyers’ persistent disinclination to do 
more than cover immediate require- 
ments, and current needs are limited. 
After many months in which unemploy- 
ment has been spreading, it #s not 
strange that the shrinkage in_ public 
purchasing power is being keenly felt, 
and that demands are turning more and 
more to the staple classes of products. 


BRENTANO TALKED OF 
AS GERMAN ENVOY HERE 


He Was One of the Professors 
Who Signed the Famous Mani- 
festo to the World. 


BERLIN, July 1.—The Cabinet is con- 
Bidering Professor Lujo Brentano as a 
possible candidate for the post of Ger- 
man Ambassador to the United States. 


Professor Lujo Brentano when the war 
began was Professor of National Econ- 
omy at the University of Munich, and 
Was one of the composers, signers and 
Grafters of the famous ‘‘ Manifesto of 


German Professors’’ addressed to the 
academic world abroad intending to 
demonstrate that Germany was innocent 
of all the crimes she was being accused 
of in the Autumn of 1914. At the end of 
the war many of the signers repudiated 
their signatures, on the ground that they 
had signed under false pretenses or in- 
sufficient knowledge, or because ‘* some 
one’’ had asked them to sign. 
as the records in this country show, 
Professor Brentano has never retracted 
or repudiated what he signed and circu- 
lated. 3 
When the war put the university on 
part time Professor Brentano became 
Official Adviser to he Imperial Govern- 
ment on Cultivated Areas; he also had 
charge of the propaganda bureau whose 
duty it was to inform the people of the 
Entente and neutrals as to how well 
Germany was being fed from her own 
fields. In his first capacity he success- 
fully directed the cultivation of the Bal- 
tic provinces taken from Russia and the 
eccupied regions of Northern France. 
He boasted that in this way Germany 
more than made up for the contraction 
of acreage, while her loss of farm labor 
. Was very nearly equaled by the work of 
risoners and the deported Belgians and 
rench. His propaganda material was 
principally distributed through the Ger- 
man Economic Association for Central 
and South America. ae 
Long before the war Professor Bren- 
tano was well known in German scien- 
tific life as an able assembler of eco- 
nomic facts dealing not only with agri- 


well. He was a frequent contributor to 
the press, principally of Berlin and Mu- 
nich, and to economic periodicals. He 
is the author of twenty volumes, among 
them being ‘‘ Workers’ Guilds of the 
Present Time’’ and ‘‘ Concerning the 
Relations of the Unemployed to the Time 
of Work and Production.”’ 

He was born in 1844 at Aschaftenburg 
and is a nephew of the late Bettina von 
Arnim. He was educated at the gym-- 
nasia of his native city and Augsburg, 
and at the universities of Dublin, 
Miinster, Munich, Gittingen, Heidelberg 
and Worzburg. His career as tutor, in- 
structor, and professor successively cov- 
ered the principal German seats of 
learning. He is Doctor of Jurisprudence 
and of Philosophy many times over.

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THE WEEK’S PRICE TREND. 


More Strength Was Again Shown in 
Those of the Foodstuffs. 


More fluctuations in foodstuffs prices 
than for some time were shown this 
week by Dun’s list of wholesale com- 
modities prices, although several of 
them took place in some of the less 
important articles. Largely because of 
the changes in such items, there was 
a slight excess of declines over advan- 
ces. In the general list, however, the 
margin between the “downs” and the 
‘“‘ups”’ was as largely in favor of the 
former as has lately been the case. 
Fifty-two of this week’s 75 changes 
were downward. Numerical weaknesses 
in metals and in the drugs, chemicals, 
dyestuffs and oils were again marked. 


The following table gives the mini- 
mum wholesale prices quoted on 
selected standard commodities this 
week. They are corrected to yesterday, 
and with them are given comparative 
prices for last week and the correspond- 
ing week a year ago:

totaled thirty this week, of which sixteen 
were declines. Chief among them were 
reductions of 25 and 40 cents a barrel, 
respectively, in Spring patent and 
Winter straight flours in the local mar- 
ket. Lard advanced here, as did bacon, 
but there was no change in hams. Live 
hogs again advanced at Chicago, but live 
‘sheep and live beef both were cheaper. 
Short ribs advanced, but mess pork did 
not change. 

All of the changes in the local market 
for dairy products were upward, and in 
some cases the advances were larger 
than they had been in previous weeks 
under the ‘‘ farmers’ tariff.’’ The best 
creamery butter went up 2 cents a 


pound, while the common to fair State 
dairy grade advanced 8 cents. The best 
cheese moved up a little, with the under- 
grades 2 cents a pound higher. Fancy 
nearby eggs gained 3 cents a dozen 
during the week, while the best West- 
erns went up 4 cents. Every item in the 
list, however, continues substantially 
lower than at this time last year. 

No changes were seen this week in 
the listed fresh fruits, except a decline 
of 50 cents a barrel in common apples, 
and the only revisions in the dried ones 
were declines in apricots, prunes and 
muscatel raisins. The principal changes 
in the vegetables were upward, includ- 
ing an advance of 50 cents a barrel _in 
potatoes. Imported rice was higher. For 
the first time in many weeks there were 
no changes in beans, but rutabaga 
turnips dropped 50 cents a barrel. 

No. 4 Santos coffee was higher this 
week, but there was no change in No. 7 
Rio. Best and low Japan teas dropped 
in price. Fine granulated sugar was 
easier again, and is now the lowest in 
several years. There was no correspond- 
ing drop in raw sugar, however. Ex- 
cepting for mace, which did not change, 
there was a solid decline in the list of 
prices. The grains list was numerically 
weaker than for some time, with ad- 
vances shown only in rye and prime 
timothy hay. Wheat, corn, oats, malt- 
ing barley and long rye straw were all 
cheaper. Hemp also declined. 

The week’s feature in the combined 
list for drugs, chemicals, dyestuffs and 
oils was that they showed but a single 
advance, and that was in nitrate of 
silver crystals. Ten declines were seen. 
Turpentine dropped again. Lead and 
furnace coke were the only items in the} 
metals list to advance, while declines 
were seen in pig iron, refined iron bars, 
galvanized barb wire, foundry coke, | 
spelter and tin.

IN MANHATTAN AND BRONX 


West Ejighty-first Street Property 
Valued at $350,000 Purchased 
by A. H. Levy. 


Speculative transactions in Manhattan 
and the Bronx were prominent yester- 
day in a market which concerned itself 
chiefly with residential properties. 

A. H. Levy, the operator, purchased 


the nine-story structure at 158-160 West

COURT BARS SECRET 


Appellate Division Rules Against 
Legislative Committee’s Con- 
tention as to Its Powers. 


CHAIRMAN IS DISMAYED 


Says Investigation Will Be Prolonged 
at Additional Cost to Taxpayers 
-—He May Appeal. 


, 


The Joint Legislative Investigating 
Committee which has been investigat- 
ing the Hylan administration yesterday 
received a severe setback in its work of 
examining witnesses in secret sessions 
when the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court handed down a decision 
sustaining the decision of Justice Ed- 
ward G. Whitaker in refusing to punish 
Deputy Police Commissioner John A. 
Leach for contempt because the latter 
refused to be sworn or to testify before 
a sub-committee of one of the investi- 
gating committees. 

The decision of the Appellate Division 
not only freed Deputy Commissioner 
Leach of the contempt charge, but it 
held that the committee is not empow- 
ered to take any testimony at secret 
hearings. Senator Schuyler M. Meyer, 
Chairman of the committee, will consult 
today with Elon R. Brown, chief coun- 
sel to the committee, on the question 


of taking an appeal to the Court of 
Appeals. 

‘We are naturally disappointed that 
the Appellate Division ruled against 
us,’’ said Senator Meyer. ‘*‘ The court’s 
opinion regarding the committee’s lack 
of power to designate sub-committees 
of one, nowever, is not so important as 
the dicta contained in the last pdra- 
graph, which seems to indicate some 
doubt as to the committee’s right to 
hold any executive sessions for the pur- 
pose of taking testimony, whether sit- 
ting as a sub-committee or in full ses- 
sion. 


Meyer Says it will Cost More. 


‘If the Court’s intent was to rule on 
this point it will have very serious and 
far-reaching effects upon the commit- 
tee’s work. It would tend to prolong 


the committee’s task and increase ma-| 
terially the expense to the taxpayers. | 
Our difficulties will be intensified should | 
witnesses avail themselves of the op-| 
portunity apparently presented to them} 
to object to giving evidence except in} 
open session. We have, however, ob- 
tained considerable information of value 
and we will get all the facts necessary 
whether it takes a week or six months.”’ 

The decision of the Appellate Division, 
written by Presiding Justice John Proc- 
tor Clark, was unanimous and was as 
follows: ; 

‘‘ We recognize the power of the legis- 
lature to conduct investigations for the 
purpose of framing legislation. No ob-| 
stacles by the local authorities should | 
be unnecessarily thrown in the way of | 
this committee appointed to investigate 
the affairs of the City of New York. 

‘““If there is anything wrong which 
may be righted by appropriate legisla- 
tion it ought to be discovered, if there 
is nothing wrong it will be in the in- 
terests of the community to establish 
that. Upon the particular point pre- 
sented we are of the opinion that the 
order appealed from was right in deny- 
ing the motion to punish for contempt 
because the joint resolution did not 
authorize the appointment of a sub- 
committee of one. 

‘“‘An examination of the resolution 
under which the committee was appoint- 
ed convinces~us that a sub-committee 
of one member to conduct an examina- 
tion and swear witnesses was not with- 
in the purview of the resolution, and 
not authorized thereby, and that the 
resolution of the committee which desig- 
nated the chairman to appoint as many 
additional sub-committees, consisting of 
one to three members each as may be 
determined by the chairman, was not 
authorized by the joint resolution ap- 
pointing the committee.”’

CUTS ILLINOIS LAW FUND. 


Attorney General’s Office Loses | 
$700,000 in Appropriation.

CHICAGO, July 1.—“‘ The Attorney 
General's office will continue to function 
despite the staggering blow it has re- 
ceived at the hands of Governor Small. 
If necessary, we will call on public- ; 
spirited lawyers, some of whom have 
already offered to serve for $1 a year 
to handle the State’s cases. The politi- 
cal vindictiveness of Fred Lundin has 
considerably hampered the work of this | 
office, but it can’t stop it.’ 

This was Attorney General Edward J. |

Associate School Superintendent 
Charges Slander in Connection 
With Coney Island Sites. 


CONTROLLER - WILL REPLY| 


Board of Estimate Authorizes New. 
Bus Lines—$25,000 for River- 


side Park Benches. 


Charles L. Craig, City Controller, was! 
served with a summons yesterday in a 
suit for $100,000 for slander and libel , 
brought by Dr. Edward B. Shallow, As-j; 
sociate City Superintendent of Schools. | 
The suit is the result of charges 
made by Mr. Craig in _ connec-} 
tion with the selection of a school site| 
on Neptune Avenue, Coney Island, which | 
Dr. Shallow had recommended. 

The particulars in the suit were not) 
made public yesterday. According to | 
Dr. Shallow, they will be included in) 
the complaint, which will be filed next | 
week, upon the return of John BE. 
O’Brien, Dr. Shallow’s counsel, from | 
his vacation. Dr. Shallow, in a state- 
ment, said that he intended to find out} 
“If a testy public official can malicious- 
ly and without cause besmirch a man’s 
reputation and good name and not be 
held to answer in damages.’’ The gen- 





eral charge is that the Controller has 
uttered and published widely false and 
defamatory statements against Dr. Shal- 
low. 

The summons was served upon Mr. 


Craig by an agent for a detective agency 
as the Controller was leaving a Board 
of Estimate méeting in City Hall yes- 
terday afternoon. The Controller looked | 
at the summons and laughed. “You 
can spit on your finger and wipe this | 
off,” he said, ‘‘but I’ll have a counter | 
claim in this action that will take the | 
shirt off Shallow.”’ 

Asked what his counter action would 
be, the Controller said: ‘‘This suit will 
be met in the usual way and with 
effect.”’ 

The Controller’s first charges were 
made on June 16 at a meeting of the 
Sinking Fund Commission. He declared 
that the Neptune Avenue property had 
been chosen on Dr. Shallow’s recom- 
mendation, at a price of $2,000 a lot, 
shortly after the city had given up its} 
interest in the property at $200 a lot. 
Mr. Craig, at the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission meeting, declared that Dr. Shal- 
low had ‘‘three sites up his sleeve,’’ at 
the time when the city was considering 
relinquishing its interest in the Neptune 
Avenue property. The owners of the 
land contended that the property had 
been under their ownership for many 
years and that they were merely ac- 
quiring quitclaims from the city. 

Dr. Shallow contended that the Board 
of Education and its officers were con- 
cerned only with whether the location 
of schools was for the convenience of 
the children and that the board and its 
employes had nothing to do with fixing 
the prices. All the price fixing and 
bargaining, Dr. Shallow said, was the 
duty of the Controller. 

Several days ago Craig wrote District 
Harry E. Lewis of Kings 
County, asking him to investigate the 
proposition to acquire the Neptune 
Avenue property and present the matter 


{to the Grand Jury if he found evidence 


of crime, and accusing Dr. Shallow of 
making false statements in the contro- 
versy. Lewis has not acted. 

The expected clash over school sites 
between Controller Craig and Dr. Shal- 
low did not take place at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Board of Estimate. Both 
were present at the meeting, but the 
question of all of the disputed sites was 
referred back to the Committee on Fi- 
nance and the Budget and it will come 
up at the committee’s meeting next 
Wednesday. 

Over the Controller’s objections the 
board approved a site for a building in 
the vicinity of Jennings Street, between 
Longfellow Avenue and Boone Avenues, 
the Bronx. This was done on Mayor 
Hylan’s motion. 

he board also approved a site in the 
vicinity of Fisk and Wardell Avenues, 
between the Boulevard and lWLeonard 
Avenue, in Richmond, with the Con- 
troller voting in the negative. 

The board voted $25,000 in serfal bonds 
for permanent benches on Riverside 

rive, similar to those recently placed 
‘on upper Fifth Avenue. The Controller 
voted against the motion on the ground 
that it was a waste of public money. 

Additional funds to the amount of 
$15,750,000 to complete the Catskill wa- 
ter supply development, insuring the de- 
livery of Schoharie water coincidently 
with the completion of the Schoharie 
Reservoir and the Shandaken Tunnel, 
both of which are now under contract, 
were allowed for the Board of Water 
Supply. 

Two new municipal bus lines were 
authorized by the board. One is from 
110th Street and Fifth Avenue northerly 
along the avenue and around the west- 
erly side of Mount Morris Park, to and 
over the Madison Avenue Bridge, and 
over and along 138th Street, Mott Ave- 
nue and the Grand Concourse to Mo- 
sholu Parkway.
